INTRODUCTION. 



From a careful examination of the statistical part of this 
report, the general summaries and the reports made by county 
examiners to this office, it will be evident to the most skeptical 
that we are making rapid progress in our educational interests, 
and in a few more years Arkansas will stand side by side with 
the most favored of her sister states in the educational* advan- 
tages she offers to her children. The increase in our school 
population for the year ending June 30, 1883, was 18,516; in 
1884, 19,981 ; in 1885, 14,563, and in 1886, 19,500. The increase 
in enrollment in 1884, 40,983; in 1885, 11,541, and in 1886, 
11,178. The increase in revenue was in 1884, $223,416 ; in 1885, 
$155,345 ; in 1886, $206,705. This yearly increase in enrollment 
and revenue is encouraging and should stimulate all to renewed 
exertion in the cause of popular education. The enrollment in 
the schools, though inaccurate since many districts fail to make 
any report, shows an encouraging increase in school attendance. 
The reports in regard to school houses are so unreliable that 
they are almost valueless. There is a deeper conviction in the 
minds of the people, that the masses cannot be educated so well 
and at so little cost by any other means, as can be done in our 
common schools. The people have a greater appreciation of 
the value of popular education to the state, than at any other 
period in our history. The best evidence of the truth of this 
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statement, is seen in the amount of taxes voted in the districts 
each year, and in the growing sentiment in the minds of parents 
and guardians, for more convenient school houses and better 
instruction. Parents are more impressed with the importance 
of giving to their children the very best practical education 
possible — an education that will enable them to transact the 
ordinary business aflFairs of life, which is the richest legacy that 
can be given them. While there is a growing interest, demand- 
ing better methods of teaching and longer school terms, yet are 
we doing all that is expected and demanded? It would be very 
gratifying in making this report could I assure you that this is 
the case, but it is not. Since it is important, in the interest of 
the state, that you and the people should know the true condi- 
tion of our schools, candor compels me to say we are not obtain- 
ing the results the state has a right to expect from the amount 
of money expended. Then who is responsible and wherein lies 
the remedy? The remedy is partly in county supervision, 
changing the present district system, needed legislation on text 

books, longer school terms, better teachers and better houses.

COUNTY SUPERVISION. 

The more I see of the actual work of our schools, the more 
fully am I convinced that one of the greatest wants of the 
public-school system of Arkansas is intelligent county 
supervision. The importance of this intelligent oversight of 
our schools is gaining favor continually in the minds of all in- 
telligent citizens. There is some form of supervision in 
almost every State and Territory in the Union. What we 
need is more thorough supervision — some one who is qual- 
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ified to visit each school in the County, observe the work 
of the teacher, and, when necessary, point out defects in 
methods of teaching and school government; instruct directors in 
their duties, and endeavor to create in the minds of the people a 
e^reater interest in the free schools of his County. Many of 
our teachers are young and inexperienced ; they do the best 
they can, but that is not sufficient. The Btate demands the 
very best work — the interest of the children demands it. 
Society demands that the youth of the State be properly 
trained, physically, morally, and mentally. To this class of 
teachers, a suggestion by a competent and experienced person 
will usually correct many errors in methods of instruction and 
school government. The necessity for intelligent supervision is 
seen in every department of business. It is recognized by all 
business men and corporations. Can the State reasonably 
expect the best results from the funds provided for the educa- 
tion of her children without some intelligent oversight of her 
schools, by men who are competent 'to discharge the duties of 
County Superintendent, and are reasonably well paid for their 
services? In this intelligent age, an age of invention, does any 
man or corporation employ bands or agents to manage and 
control business, with the understanding that the work must 
be well done, without any compensation for services rendered? 
This is what the state is doing under the present system. Her 
County Examiners and Directors are expected to look after the 
educational interests of the State without any compensation. 
Then, is it strange, under such a system, our schools are so 
badly managed, and give such poor results, that people become 
dissatisfied and refuse in some instances, to support the school 
by voting a tax for that purpose? 

Your attention is respectfully called to the reports of 
County Examiners, who endorse this recommendation for 
County Superintendents. To more fully understand the 
importance of this supervision, your attention is called to the 
report made by this office in 1884, and to the following opin- 
ions of leading educators from other States, taken from the 
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their work, he will animate the despondent, stimulate the stow, 
enlighten the inexjperiened, show this one how to manage, that 
one how to teach, and cheering skill by kind encouragement, 
aiding uncertainty with wise advice, will infuse a life not pre- 
viously existent, bring order out of whatever confusion may 
have reigned, and mould the various elements beneath his in- 
fluence into an accordant and harmoniously-working whole. 
His work with parents and citizens is equally effective. The 
general securing of such men for superintendents would intro- 
duce a new era in the school history of the United States. To 
get them, however, to anything like the extent'that is desirable, 
there will need to be, in many quarters, a large increase of sal- 
aries and greater care in the selection of the men. Men of high 
character and liberal culture are too much in demand in other 
lines to give themselves to the superintendency of schools, with- 
out the means of such comfortable livelihood as will relieve 
them from oppressive family care and enable them to give to 
their employment sufficient time to make it a success. But, 
except in cities, the offered compensation is below $1,000 almost 
everywhere. In almost all our older States, such a salary is 
wholly insufficient for effective family support. As long as 
these pittances continue to be paid, the superintendents must 
either be unmarried men, (which is not generally desirable), or 
must have private means to supplement their salaries, or must 
devote their main time to other business and give just occa- 
sional spare hours to the schools. Efficient, energetic super- 
vision is hardly to be hoped for in these circumstances. A first 
requisite in order to this is an extensive increase of salaries, 
enabling m^n of proper character to make the superintendency 
their only work, and stimulating them to the bestowment on it 
of their highest powers and energies. The larger towns and 
cities, wisely bid for the best talent, with salaries of $2,000 to 
$5,000, and find it pays to do so. 

"A lengthening of the term of office would be another 
means to the same end. In by far the greater portion of the 
States the superintendents are chosen to serve for only one and 
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two year terms. This may be long enough for men that have 
other occapations to fall back on, and doubtless seems to good 
school teachers too long to endure the mismanagement of 
ignorant or tyrannical incumbents ; but it is too short to win 
from more permanent employments a sufficient number of really 
first-class men. 

"Such can make more at other work than can be made from 
a superintendency of schools, and though they may be willing 
to forego prospective gains for the sake of exerting an influence 
for good, must have more time than just a year or two for the 
exercise of a far-reaching influence. They must have this time 
to form full acquaintance with their fields, to sow in them the 
good seed of a thorough education and to develop from it the 
harvests they desire. They must have it to weed out incompe- 
tent school teachers, to bring those of higher qualifications to 
the front, to thoroughly test any new system of instruction, to 
accomplish from it the best possible results, to see the comple- 
tion of large plans for school improvement, and to leave some 
permanently visible impression of their having lived and la- 
bored in these fields. And since this cannot be, with such short 
terms, unless through frequent re-elections, of which one must 
always stand painfully in doubt, a large proportion of the schol- 
arly and able men that ought to be in the superintendency of 
schools drift off" from this useful and honorable occupation to 
others that give prospects of more settled homes and more 
visible reward for their exertions. To remedy the loss which 
hence ensues, and to secure the most valuable style of service, 
will it not pay — besides increasing salaries — to lengthen out the 
term of office generally to the three years of New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Virginia, or the four years of Florida, 
Georgia, and Illinois, with such prospects of a re-election 
upon good behavior as shall encourage hope of a still greater 
permanency ? 

"Till something like this comes to be the case, the counties 
will have to be content with less than the highest measure of 
efficiency — with service snatched from other occupations and 
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sandwiched in between engagements here and there — with men, 
too, who (however conscientious and inherently able they may 
be) still must quite often lack the rounded education, finished 
culture and well-proved powers which only long terms and fair 
salaries can command/'— See Report of Commissioner^ 1873, pp. 
oxvii-cxix. 

OPINIONS OF LEADING EDUCATORS. 

In regard to the need telt for supervision, as far back as 
1872, State Superintendent Bateman, of Illinois, a distinguished 
and experienced educator, said in his annual report: "I am 
persuaded that county supervision cannot be dispensed with 
without serious detriment to the free school interests of the 
State. I believe that its benefits are so obvious and manifold 
that it ought to have, and will have a permanent place in the 
final adjustment of the working forces in every State school 
law — that experience has abundantly demonstrated its claim to 
be regarded as an indispensable part of the true American 
system of school supervision/' 

He says, "The National Educational Convention of 1872, (in 
which three-fourths of the States were represented by their 
most intelligent and experienced educators), aflSrmed its con- 
currence in this view, approving the report on school super- 
vision, presented by a distinguished Massachusetts teacher, 
which forcibly presented and clearly showed the value of the 
county superintendency/' — See Report of Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, 1872, app,, p. 89. 

Superintendent Simonds, of New Hampshire, said in his 
report for 1872 : 

"The entire control of our public schools is legally vested 
in the town schopl committees. But these committees gener- 
ally do not sufficiently partake of the educational progress 
abroad in the world. It is a conclusion drawn from observa- 
tion, that when a class of good schools is found well managed 
and well taught, it is directly traceable to the work of a goo^ 
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superintendent." — See Report of Commissioner of JEduoation, 1872, 
app , p. 219. 

Superintendent Wilson, of Minnesota, said of supervision 
in 1873 : 

"There is no more important agent connected with the suc- 
cessful working of our school system. Supervision — intelligent 
and constant supervision — is the great need of our schools; and 
where the cities are so fortunate as to possess citizens who are 
interested in the schools, who by reason of experience in teach- 
ing are qualified to decide what a good school is, and whO;^ if a 
school is not a good one, know how to make it such — is a ques- 
tion whether the public should expect the citizen to neglect his 
private business by giving his attention to the supervision of 
the schools without adequate compensation. A good, faithful, 
well qualified superintendent is worth more to a city than one 
or more of its best teachers." — See Minnesota Report^ 1872 
p. 12. 

Honorable Joseph White, Secretary of the State Beard of 
Education in Massachusetts, said in 1872 : 

"Each system of supervision has its peculiar advantages, 
but practically that will be the best which most nearly conforms 
to the habits of the people. In Massachusetts, the necessity of 
a thorough supervision has been so far recognized that most of 
the cities and several of the large towns of the commonwealth 
employ a superintendent of schools. 'This agency,' says the 
report for 1872, 'is now exerting a more powerful influence 
than any other instrumentality in perfecting the character and 
giving efficiency to the schools." — See Report of Commissioner of 
Education^ 1872, app.y p. 158. 

Colorado, while still a territory, established county super- 
intendency, and it was considered indispensable to the proper 
working of the school system. Superintendent Lothrop said in 
his report for 1872 on this subject: 

"When only persons well qualified are elected to the office, 
it will do more than any other agency to make our schools 
what they should be.'^

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The system in Utah also embraced county superintendents 
as early as this, and the territorial report of 1872, says that ed- 
ucational success depended greatly on the efficiency of those 
officers; also that when practical educators of ability could be 
employed, and an adequate salary paid them, a revolution 
greatly needed would be produced in the school affairs of that 
Territory.

**Pa8siug along the descending scale of schools, from good 
to poor and from poor to worse, how painfully we are saddened 
as we go by evidence that they are what they are for want of 
skilled and thorough supervision. How profoundly we are 
impressed by the fact that such supervision would work 
transforming wonders all along! And when we come, at last, 
to the schools in the poorer class of villages, and the sparsely 
settled rural districts which maintain their pitiable existence 
with virtually no supervision at all, how keenly we appreciate 
that, meagre as may be their support, miserable their 
appurtenances, and inexperienced their teachers, if there were 
only a master mind to come authoritatively in among them, 
whose sole occupation it should be to counsel, direct, and guide 
them, their slender resources would be more providentially 
utilized,* their squandered energies intelligently directed, their 
mistakes prevented, their aims clarified and uplifted, and their 
condition from being worse than equivocal made usefully 
effective and honorable/^ 



■ The speaker insists that the County should be the Terri- 
torial limit of Superintendency, because this is the deignation 
of a civil division already existing in every State; because it 
tends to associate the cause of education with the ordinary 
operations of the government of the State as one of the 
legitimate objects of its care, and because all the States which 
have already provided for this kind of supervision have done so 
by means of County lines.

The County Superintendent is also 
one of the Board of Examiners, by whom applicants for 
teacherships are examined and approved, and his signature is 
necessary to validate the certificates through which teachers 
obtain employment. 

"Most of the new Western States,'' he says, "have incor- 
porated into their common school systems provisions for this 
best kind of supervision by means of County Superintendents. 
The excellence of the principle, however, is almost universally 
neutralized in good part by the fact that these County officials 
are often carelessly selected and inadequately paid." — See 
Proceedings National Educational Association, 1872, p, 246. 

But some of them are competent and do ^their duty, and 
of the results of oversight by* such men, Mr. Bateman, of 
Illinois, and other educators throughout the country, have 
spoken in the strongest terms. 

* * * * «*A scrutiny of the condition of 

American schools," says the address, "shows that of all 
instrumentalities essential to the efficiency and success of 
schools, none is so important as that of intelligent, thorough, 
faithful oversight; that the dependence which our communities 
are so generally placing on local committees is, in view of the 
conditions under which they usually act, both illusory and 
damaging in the extreme; that the crying evil of the great mass 
of American schools is that they are ruinously neglected by 
their appointed guardians." * * * qij^^ remedy is 
to "parcel out the schools everywhere on a basis that will leave 
each group of a size capable of being faithfully supervised by 
one competent expert, supposing him to devote to the work all 
his time and energies, and over each group to put such a 
person in charge.'' — See Report of National Educational Associa- 
^ion, 1872, pp, 247, 248.

The reasons given why supervision by local school boards 
is not sufficient^ are that : 

"They have no training or preparations for the duties they 
are to fulfill. They have only the shreds and trimmings of 
their time after attention to their absorbing private avocations 
to bestow on those duties. They are not paid enough to make 
it worth while to devote even their leisure to those duties; 
indeed, if they strive to perform them with any degree of 
fidelity they must spend more than they get. The consequence 
is that almost universally they neglect their duties. The great 
majority of the schools are seldom or never visited by their 
committees, and the brief, casual visits made to others have 
no character, no definite intelligent purpose, and misrht just as 
well be omitted altogether. — Report of National Educational 
Association J 1872, p. 248. ; 

"The Committeeman who gives to the schools only the 
shreds and parings of his time, because the most of it is 
engrossed by his private affairs, will, by the same token, give to 
them only the shreds and parings of his thought. The 
substantive powers of his mind will be occupied elsewhere. As 
a consequence, he bears with him no intelligent conception of 
the deep realities of the work of education. His mind does not 
reach down to the play of its vital forces. He does not know, 
therefore, how to pass judgment on a school, and whether its 
condition be commendable or otherwise. He may not be 
satisfied with it, but the causes of his dissatisfaction may be 
trivial and insignificant, while defects of real gravity may 
escape him altogether. Far different is it with the competent 
supervisor, whose mind is a storehouse of knowledge on the 
subject of his duties. His very first glance around the room as 
he enters it, observing the behavior and occupation of the 
scholars, and the engagements and deportment of the teacher, 
will open out to his keen experience the morals of that school. 
A few moments' attention to the recitations and other work 
will reveal the quality of the teachers, and it will not be long 
before he is master of the whole situation, ready to praise, to 
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blame, to counsel, to suggest, to encourage, according as there 
may be need/' * * * «of far more value, there- 
fore, the services of such an officer to each of a hundred schools 
which may depend on them, than the services of a dozen of the 
other class of supervisors if concentrated on a single school." — 
See Report National Educational Association, 1872,2?. 251. 

He insists that the defects of local supervision are not solely 
such as might be remedied by greater attention to duty on 
the part of those officers, but in good part from their 
positive unfitness for the work, and that if we would have 
the best of schools, some other mode of supervision is 
imperative. 

The variety of duties pertaining to supervision are illus- 
trated by a quotation from Mr. Bateman's remarks on the work 
of County Superintendents in that State. He says: 

"They have visited the schools, visited the parents, held 
institutes, addressed the people, issued circulars, written for 
the press, published reports, and mightily awakened and 
quickened the public mind. By their influence and effbrts 
districts have been consolidated, schools have been graded, 
superior teachers employed, courses of study perfected, contro- 
versies settled, school houses built and furnished, and the 
whole aspect of affairs changed for the better." — Report 
National Educational Association, p, 252. 

"It is very plain," says the address, that such services as 
these'are not likely to be rendered to any great extent except 
by men thoroughly accomplished for their work, and making it 
their sole devoted occupation."

As a 
science it demands acquaintance with the laws 6i mental 
development and action, the aims of study, the relative values 
of the several branches of study in regard to usefulness and 
importance, the comparative worth of diverse methcids of 
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instruction, the influence of the condition of the body over the 
activities of the mind, the laws of ventilation, the fitness of 
competing text books, the accessories essential to thorough, 
intelligent instruction. As an art, it includes possession of the 
aptitudes, and a knowledge of the construction of the instru- 
mentalities through which the principles of its science may be 
successfully carried out in the practical work of the school 
room. And this implies (on the part of the Superintendent) an 
exhaustive acquaintance with the literature of education 
* * * and the sagacity to actualize its golden 
suggestion in the operations of the schools. Are vital 
requisitions like these to be expected of those who have other 
avocations to engross them, who are to receive little or no 
compensation, and who have had no previous training? 

**It is common with educators when urging the substitution 
of supervision by Superintendents for that by the local commit- 
tees, to direct the attention of the people to the analogy of all 
co-operative occupations of importance, such as railroads, 
cotton mills, banks, insurance companies and the like, and to 
argue that as in such undertakings it would be the height of 
folly for the directors to distribute the duties among them- 
selves, dispensing with an experienced responsible head, so is it 
to insure failure in the work of education to rely for efficient 
supervision on an unpaid school board, without the aid of a 
Superintendent. This is a pointed and timely home thrust. 
There is not a manufacturing corporation or a machine shop in 
the land which does not owe its prosperity to the oversight of 
one competent, well paid, responsible head. And here are the 
people acting on the principle that the enginery of. popular 
education, the grandest, mightest and most important cor 
operative machine the world ever saw, whose products involve 
the culture and happiness of individuals, the order and eleva- 
tion of society and the security of free institutions, expected to 
be run successfully by the voluntary enterprise of men having 
other occupations and consequently only scraps of their time to 
bestow upon it,'' 
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"And now, I s-^y, by all means, let the Saperintendents be 
well paid, and for security of this, paid by the State. There 
comes a wail of anguish, from every annual report of most State 
Superintendents where the system of County Superintendency 
exists, because the power of the glorious system is well nigh 
paralyzed by the inadequate provisions for the remuneration 
of these officers. The eminent ability, large culture and ex- 
perience, lofty character and indomitable energy needful to 
such an officer cannot be had for the mere asking. They com- 
mand their price. If the State will not secure tliem by paying 
what they are worth to it, other walks of business will; and the 
State must content itself with third rate men, to whom the pit- 
tance it grants will be a very god-send, because they get can 
nothing else to do ! There is abundant shame in such a con- 
dition of affairs; and when interests so momentous are at stake, 
let not the people suffer the cause of education to go limping 
along in crippled impotence because they are not willing to be 
just!" — See Report National Educational Association^ 1872, p. 
255. 

The sentiments and opinions expressed by Mr. Harrington 
have the following additional confirmation from leading men: 

Honorable Newton Bateman, State Superintendent of Illi- 
nois, a man of very high ability and large experience, said in 
his reports for 1869-1870 and 1871-1872 : 

"County supervision of schools is the right arm of power in 
our system. It cannot be dispensed with. It has done more 
than any other agency to make our schools what they are, and 
its vitalizing influence is more and more manifest every year. 
Some of the'counties have been almost revolutionized in respect 
to schools and education during the past year, and the county 
superintendents have done it. By their influence and efforts 
districts have been consolidated, schools have beien graded, 
superior teachers employed, courses of study perfected, con- 
troversies settled, school houses built and furnished, and the 
whole aspect of educational affairs changed for the better. I 
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know that these thiDgs are so becaase I have seen them. I 
have visited many of these good and true men in the scenes of 
their labors and witnessed the results that I describe. I declare 
my belief that the destruction or crippling of the county super- 
intendency would be the severest blow that could now fall upon 
our common schools/' 

In a later report he says : 

"I give it as my thoroughly settled and growing conviction, 
and not as mine only, but as the conviction likewise of all intel- 
ligent educators and friends of education within my knowledge, 
that to vacate the office of county superintendent would be, as 
it were, to put out the right eye of the free school system and 
to palsy its right arm." 

State Superintendent Johnson, of Maine, whose energy 
procured the creation of the office of county superintendent in 
that State in 1869 (but under disabilities that vitally crippled 
its effectiveness), 8ay# after a three years' trial : 

• 

"It was a success. Educators in Maine are agreed upon 
this point. The following benefits have resulted from this new 
agency: First, an increased interest among the people in rela- 
tion to education. Second, systematic efforts on the part of 
educators and school officers. Third, an improvement in the 
scholarship of teachers and in the quality of their instruction. 
Fourth, more intelligent supervision on the part of town com- 
mittees. Fifth, a quick appreciation and promotion of those 
who are likely to prove our best teachers. Sixth, an increase, 
indirectly, of the average attendance of scholars.'^ 

The Board of Education of Massachusetts received in 
1878-1879. returns from, nearly all the States of the Union re- 
lating to superintendence by district or county agents. 

Three questions were put to the State Superintendents of 
Public Instruction in all the States : 

First. Have you county or district superintendents? 

Second. How are these officers chosen and paid ? 
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sandwiched in between engagements here and there — with men, 
too, who (however conscientious and inherently able they may 
be) still must quite often lack the rounded education, finished 
culture and well-proved powers which only long terms and fair 
salaries can command."— /See Report of Commissioner^ 1873, pp. 
oxvii-cxix. 

OPINIONS OF LEADING EDUCATORS. 

In regard to the need telt for supervision, as far back as 
1872, State Superintendent Bateman, of Illinois, a distinguished 
and experienced educator, said in his annual report : "I am 
persuaded that county supervision cannot be dispensed with 
without serious detriment to the free school interests of the 
State. I believe that its benefits are so obvious and manifold 
that it ought to have, and will have a permanent place in the 
final adjustment of the working forces in every State school 
law — that experience has abundantly demonstrated its claim to 
be regarded as an indispensable part of the true American 
system of school supervision.^' 

He says, "The National Educational Convention of 1872, (in 
which three-fourths of the States were represented by their 
most intelligent and experienced educators), aflSrmed its con- 
currence in this view, approving the report on school super- 
vision, presented by a distinguished Massachusetts teacher, 
which forcibly presented and clearly showed the value of the 
county superintendency.^' — See Report of Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, 1872, app,, p. 89. 

Superintendent Simonds, of New Hampshire, said in his 
report for 1872 : 

"The entire control of our public schools is legally veste^ 
in the town schopl committees. But these committees gene 
ally do not sufficiently partake of the educational progre( 
abroad in the world. It is a conclusion drawn from observ 
tion, that when a class of good schools is found well manaj 
and well taught, it is directly traceable to the work of a gc 
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superintendent." — See Report oj Commissioner of Education, 1872, 
app , p. 219. 

Superintendent Wilson, of Minnesota, said of supervision 
in 1873 : 

"There is no more important agent connected with the suc- 
cessful working of our school system. Supervision — intelligent 
and constant supervision — is the great need of our schools; and 
where the cities are so fortunate as to possess citizens who are 
interested in the schools, who by reason of experience in teach- 
ing are qualified to decide what a good school is, and who, if a 
school is not a good one, know how to make it such — is a ques- 
tion whether the public should expect the citizen to neglect his 
private business by giving his attention to the supervision of 
the schools without adequate compensation. A good, faithful, 
well qualified superintendent is worth more to a city than one 
or more of its best teachers." — See Minnesota Report^ 1872 
p. 12. 

Honorable Joseph White, Secretary of the State Beard of 
Education in Massachusetts, said in 1872 : 

"Each system of supervision has its peculiar advantages, 
but practically that will be the best which most nearly conforms 
to the habits of the people. In Massachusetts, the necessity of 
a thorough supervision has been so far recognized that most of 
the cities and several of the large towns of the commonwealth 
employ a superintendent of schools. 'This agency,' says the 
report for 1872, 'is now exerting a more powerful influence 
than any other instrumentality in perfecting the character and 
giving efficiency to the schools." — See Report of Commissioner of 
Education^ 1872, app„ p. 158. 

Colorado, while still a territory, established county super- 
intendency, and it was considered indispensable to the proper 
working of the school system. Superintendent Lothrop said in 
his report for 1872 on this subject: 

"When only persons well qualified are elected to the office, 
it will do more than any other agency to make our schools 
what they should be." 

2s 
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TEXT-BOOKS. 

The importaace of this subject, demands the earnest, 
thoughtful considerations of every friend of economy and 
progress in our public schools. All admit, that text-books, 
have ever been a source of annoyance to parent and teacher. 
Parents complaining because they are called on to buy some 
new book, when they think their children have old ones that 
are as good, if not better, than the new ones. Teachers com- 
plaining and discouraged because the children have no books, 
or, if they have, some are old and almost worn out and worth- 
less, and others have an entirely different one. This want of 
uniformity in books, necessitate the forming of too many 
classes. The teacher knows at the time, he cannot be success- 
ful in his work, when his time is so completely occupied with 
giving only a few minutes to each class. If these pupils had 
the same book, the classes could be consolidated, and more time 
given to each recitation. The complaint made by parents is 
reasonable, since there is no doubt that too many books are 
asked for by teachers — too many changes are required. Your 
consideration is invited to the solution of these difficulties ; 
there are two ways : 

Ist. County adoption, by a County Board of Education, 
from the series of books recommended by the State Board, 
which shall not be changed in three or five years, except by a 
majority vote of the County. 

2nd. Free text-books adopted by the County Board. 

This offers the easiest solution of the difficulties. For a 
more extended notice of this question you are referred to the 
Biennial Report of this Department in 1883-84. 

In view ot its importance, I also invite your consideration 
to the following extracts taken from the report of Hon. J. W. 
Dickinson, Secretary of the State Board of Education for 
Massachusetts, where the free text-book plan has been adopted. 
In his report for 1885, he says : 
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"The law is working well in our commonwealth. The 
people like it. I have reports from all parts of our State 
showing that it has increased the attendance (in some cases 
ten per cent). The new method of supplying books and 
supplies is cheaper by two-fifths (forty per cent) than the old. 
The schools can now organize at once on the beginning of the 
term, and the teachers can make a thorough classification of 
the pupils. Our schools are now free schools." 

The advantages of the free text-book system are : 

1. Economy in time and money. Under the present 
system, the schools may be supplied, on the first day of the 
term, with all the necessary means of study. This prevents the 
long delays that were formerly experienced in organizing the 
classes, and enables the teacher to make a better classification 
of his school. Experience has • proved that the expense of 
books and supplies, by the new method of purchase, is reduced 
nearly one-half. 

2. The new system furnishes a good occasion for training 
the children to take good care of those things not their own, 
but which they are allowed to use. 

3. It has, without doubt, increased the attendance upon 
the schools more than, ten per cent. 

4. The public schools of the State are now literally free 
schools, ofltering to all, on the same free terms, the advantages 
of a good education. 

The labor of purchasing and distributing the books and 
arranging plans for a proper care of them will be much less, 
after the system has been once introduced. 

Hon. N. 8. Luce, State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for Maine, in his report for 1884, says : 

**As regards text-books, there is needed some method of 
selection and of supply, other than that now prescribed by 
law. Such a method should be one which would give 
uniformity in any particular school^ with a full supply for every 
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pupil of the best books at the least possible cost. Under our 
present methods uniformity in any school pre-supposes 
uniformity in all schools in the same town, a condition which, 
as the statistics show, does not exist in one-third of the towns 
in the State. The conditions as regards supply are somewhat 
more satisfactory, though in about one-eighth of the schools 
there is lack in this regard. As to the character and quality of 
books used, we have no exact statistics showing present 
conditions. It is a matter of general knowledge, however, that 
a very considerable number of different series is to be found in 
the schools of the State — in some subjects as many as twenty — 
and all of them can not be Hhe best.' " 

"As to cost, no statistics are needed. Every individual who 
has to supply books for the use of his children has learned at 
the expense of his purse that they cost too much. Indeed, they 
come to the consumer through so many hands that the 
accumulated profits are often more than the original cost of 
production." 

" To remedy these evils — and they are evils of no little 
moment^several plans have be^n suggested, such as State 
uniformity in some one of its several forms : State publication. 
County uniformity, the town's becoming the agent for furnishing 
at cost, etc., etc. No one of these plans has proved, when 
tested in practice, a practicable remedy. The only complete 
remedy for evils such as grow out of our present method, the 
only plan which has proved itself invariably to answer all the 
conditions of the text-book problem is the *free text-book' plan. 
Whenever tested in our State and others, by towns and cities, 
it has been found so advantageous to parent, pupil, and school, 
that it has never been discarded. In Massachusetts, where it 
was last year adopted for the whole commonwealth by legisla- 
tive action, it has already proved of such signal benefit as to 
have come into general favor. We, in Maine, would act wisely 
if we should follow the example set by our mother State in this 
regard, and settle this perplexing text-book problem once for 
all, by an eni^ctment compelling all towns to furnish all 
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necessary books free of all expense to all pupils attending the 
schools. We should thus make common school education free 
in reality as well as in name. " 

In his report for the year 1885 he says : 

"The plan of furiiisning text-books to pupils free, the town 
owning and loaning the use of them, is growing yearly into 
public favor. Every year more or less towns adopt the plan, 
and I have no knowledge of any town that once having 

adopted it, has discarded it. Its advantages have been again 
and again presented at length in former reports. They may be 
restated in brief as follows : 

1. It makes uniformity easy and permanent. No other 
method of supplying text-books does this. 

2. It gives every pupil all the books he needs, and at the 
time he needs them. All other methods are defective in this 
regard. 

3. It makes clasification easier than it can be by any other 
method of supply. 

4. It increases the attendance upon the schools by 
allowing poor pupils freedom from the oppressive burden of 
buying text-books, a burden not infrequently such as to keep 
pupils entirely from the schools. 

5. It is more economical-it costs less than any other 
method of supply. 

No other method of dealing with the text-book problem 
combines all of these advantages. I therefore urge upon 
school officers and teachers in all towns to agitate the ques- 
tion of the adoption of this plan, and to weary not till it be 
secured. 

Hon. J. W. Akers, Superintendent Public Instruction of 
Iowa, in his report for 1885, in presenting this question, says : 

"A common school education is well nigh free to the 
children of this State, but not wholly free. While our constitu- 
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tion guarantees a commoD school education to every boy and 
girl, it is nevertheless nonconditioned upon his ability to buy the 
necessary books, he is furnished free of charge, a comfortable 
house, a comfortable seat, a competeot teacher, iuk, pens, 
crayons and other accessories of school work, but he must buy 
his own book, or be debarred from school privileges. This he 
is required to do at a cost almost three times as great as it 
would cost the school district to buy it for him. But here again 
I prefer to draw from the experience of those whose testimony 
is entitled to great weight because of their knowledge of the 
practical workings and advantages of such a plan, as tried and 
proved in other States." 

Hon. Hirschel R. Gass, Superintendent Public Instruction, 
Michigan, in his report to the Legislature for 1883, says : 

"I wish here to call attention to another factor in this 
question, and one upon which the ready solution of the text- 
book problem depends. I refer to the furnishing of text-books 
free to the children in the public schools. I am aware that such 
a proposition will readily find its opponents, but there are 
considerations which strongly favor such a measure, and to 
which I invite careful thought. ^^ Districts now furnish 
dictionaries, globes, maps, charts, crayons, erasers, and many 
other appliances for the use of the- schools. If there are 
reasons why they should furnish these necessary articles, there 
are equally as good reasons why they should provide 
text-books. A pupil studies arithmetic ; he learns his lesson in 
a book which belongs to himself, but a lars^e portion of the 
work in this subject he performs upon the blackboard belonging 
to the school, with district crayon and eraser. It is difficult to 
understand why public generosity should refuse the pupil an 
arithmetic when it has provided him every other means for 
pursuing the study of mathematics. If public munificence is to 
be withheld from the pupil in any respect, why not require him 
to bring his own eraser, crayon and black-board. There is no 
particular necessity for a uniformity in these articles, while 
there is a crying demand for uniformity of arithmetics and 
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other text-books. The district builds a school-house and 
furnishes it with uniform seats, because it wishes to economize 
space and utilize all the room possible. Why should it not. 
upon the same grounds, furnish a uniform set of books, and, by 
avoidiug an endless jumble of classes, economize the time of 
pupils and teacher? 

Our schools are called /ree schools. Let them be free, 
then, in that broad sense which will allow every child to enjoy 
their privileges, untrammeled by any consideration of private 
expense for school appliances. 

*' I know that such a law would be objected to upon the plea 
that it would increase the amount of school tax to be raised. 
This might be true in a few cases, but to the average tax-payer 
who sends his children to school, and to those who pay no 
taxes, it would be a saving. For instance, a country school of 
forty scholars is taught seven months in the year. The 
amount of money required to run the school is $200, and the 
cost of furnishing the pupils with free text-books — as shown 
below in similar expense reports from other States — will range 
from $10 to $20. Now, a person who pays one-tenth of the 
school tax will contribute from $1 to $2 for the purchase of free 
school books. 

** Men who are assessed one-tenth of the school tax in rural 
districts are very few, and it is safe to say that the average 
tax-payer, in the case referred to, would not give to exceed 
seventy-five cents for supplying the schools with free text- 
books for a year. 

" General laws are enacted for the benefit of the masses.^ 
Any legislation, providing for free school books, will annually^ 
save large aggregate amounts to the country districts; audit 
would be justified upon the principle of doing the greatest good 
to the greatest number. Under the present plan of providing^ 
text-books it costs fully two dollars per year for each pupil. By 
the method of free text-books it is shown by the reports from 
the States referred to, that the average annual expense per 

8s 
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pupil for books would be about fifty ceuts. The latter plan, 
then, would make an annual saving of J1.50 for each pupil." 

SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

This subject was presented very fully in the Biennial 
Report of 1883 and 1884, to which you are respectfully 
referred. The subject is one of so much importance to the 
success of the public schools that I can not omit, in this report, 
to again call your attention to some of the objectionable 
features of the present system^ and ask your careful consideration 
of the reasons for a change to the township syptem — given in 
the report of 1884, in connection with those given in this 
report. After two more years' experience with the present law 
I am more firmly impressed with the wisdom of the change 
recommended in 1884. The education of the children in the 
County districts must be looked after more closely. The 
County schools are not doing the best work, nor giving 
satisfactory results. The children in these County schools 
comprise h, majority of the children of the State, and their 
interest should be carefully considered. Why are the schools 
in cities and towns superior to those in the County? There 
must be some reason for this dift'erence, and it is the duty of 
each citizen to find out the cause, and then seek a remedy. 
The present plan of separate, independent districts divides the 
funds into such small parts, that the length of the school term 
is reduced to the minimum, and to maintain a school for three 
months it is necessary to employ the cheapest teacher. The 
school buildings are uncomfortable and poorly furnished. Some 
are even without any conveniences. This is the school the 
Directors are forced, for want of means, to give the children in 
their districts. 

Can any intelligent man hope to see the children educated 
in his district with only a three months' school, poor teachers 
and inferior houses — one that can only be used in the summer 
months — without desks, blackboards, charts and maps — the 
essentials in every school building. This is the condition of 
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many districts. The important question then, to be considered, 
is how can this be remdied and not increase the rate of 
taxation ? The remedy is a very simple one. Abolish the 
present districts, except those organized under the Special Act 
for Cities and Towns, and make each civil or political township 
a school district, under the control and management of three 
Directors- This plan will consolidate the funds, and enable the 
Directors to improve the school houses, and employ a better 
class of teachers, and secure a longer school term. The 
question may be asked how this change could produce such 
results. The answer is this: In many districts there are only 
thirty-five children of scholastic^ age. This is the number 
required to form a new district. From this number not more 
than twenty will attend the school — this is over an average. 
The adjoining districts are in the same condition, and each 
district manages to have a three months' school. Now, if these 
districts were united in one, the school term can be extended to 
six months instead of three. This would save the expense of 
one or more teachers, and give the directors funds to employ a 
better teacher, and make the school houses more comfortable. 
Another reason for changing to the township system, is that 
under our statutes separate schools must be provided for whites 
and blacks. In some districts there are only five or ten 
children, for whom a school must be provided at a cost from 
twenty-five to forty dollars per month. In the township system 
in the northern part of the State, schools could be maintained 
at much less cost for the few colored children who are in the 
township. The same conditions are found in many districts in 
the eastern and southern portion of the State, where there are 
not more than five or ten white children. There is an impera- 
tive necessity for a change, if we expect to advance our 
schools to that degree of usefulness that is desired and 
demanded by the spirit of the age. Many States have tried the 
township system, and are pleased with the results. For the 
convenience of all, I again give, in conclusion, a svnopsis of 
the advantages to be derived from the township system : 
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"1. The building of better and more convenient school 
houses. 

*^2. The schools could be classified and graded with more 
ease. 

"3. Better teachers would be employed, 

"4. School terms would be longer. 

"5. Taxation would be equalized. 

"6. The school revenues would be more equitably dis- 
tributed. 

"7. Equal educational privileges could be extended to all 
parts of the township. 

"8. Children could attend the school that was most con- 
venient. 

"9. School houses would be better furnished. 

'40. The per capita cost of education would be dimin- 
ished. 

"11. There would be but little uncertainty about district 
boundaries. 

"12. Reliable statistics and information could more easily 
be obtained. 

"13. There would be better manasrement and supervision 
of che schools. 

"14. Text-books could not be so easily changed. 

"15. The school law would be simplified and better 
understood and obeyed." 



AMENDMENTS TO SCHOOL LAW. 

STATE BUPERINTE>JDENT, 

The State Superintendent is required to make two appor- 
tionments of the school revenue — one on the first jMonday in 
January and the other the first Monday in July. In January 
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there are no funds to apportion. In July the apportionment 
cannot be made in time for the County Courts to make the 
apportionment to their school districts during the July term of 
said Court. Section 6159 should be amended so as to have this 
apportionment made the first Monday in September. 

Section 6166 should be amended so as to place the power 
of granting gtate Certificates in the hands of a State Board of 
Education. For this certificate the applicant should pay the 
sum of ten dollars, or the tax on teachers, who are licensed by 
County Examiners, should be repealed. 

Section 6167 should be amended so as to vest the authority 
to recommend text-books to school oflicers and teachers in the 
State Board of Education, with instruction to recommend at 
least three or four on each study required to be taught in our 
common schools, and from this recommended list, County 
Boards or districts must make their adoption. 

COUNTY EXAMINERS. 

Section 6178 should be amended by changing the time in 
which the annual report of County Examiners is made, from 
September to between the tenth and twentieth days of July. 
The reason for this change is, that under the present law the 
State Superintendent makes the July apportionment on the 
enumeration report of the previous year, and the County Court 
apportions on the enumeration report of the year in which the 
apportionment was made. This creates confusion, and some- 
times works to the disadvantage of one district and to the 
advantage of another that ought not to receive any portion of 
the county funds. 

Amend Section 6188 by adding thereto, "and after twelve 
months from the date of a third rate license, he shall not grant 
to said party a license to teach in the public schools, unless the 
average per cent, of the examination shows the applicant is 
entitled to a second grade certificate.'^ If our schools are to be 
improved we must raise the standard of teachers. No one 
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sliould be permitted to teach in our public schools who, after 
twelve months from date of first license, cannot obtain a second 
grade certificate. There should also be some age fixed by 
statute when boys and girls may be licensed. We have too 
many schools in which children are employed to teach children. 

DIRECTORS. 

Amend Sections 6205 and 6206 so that the director, elected 
at the annual meeting in May, shall on or before the first day 
of June, take and subscribe the oath of office and enter at once 
upon the discharge of the duties of his office. This amendment 
would give an unbroken board for the management and control 
of the summer and winter schools. 

Amend Section 6214 by adding thereto the maximum 
price to be paid teachers holding second and third grade license. 
This change in the law would save thousands of dollars to the 
districts, and secure in many of them longer terms. 

Amend Section 6221 by adding, '*and no warrant shall be 
paid by the County Treasurer unless it is countersigned by the 
County Examiner.'^ This will be a protection to the district 
and the County Treasurer. 

Amend Section 6227 by inserting June in the place of 
September. If these amendments in the time of making re« 
ports by Directors, County Examiners and State Superintendent 
are made, it will simplify our reports and save much confusion. 

Amend Section 6241 so as to require the teachers, at the 
time of making a contract to teach, to have a license that ex- 
tends over the entire term for which the contract is made, and 
whenever the license expires by limitation, the contract with 
said teacher shall cease from date of limitation. The Directors 
should be required by statute to meet as aboard, at stated timea 
or at the call of the chairman, of which each member should 
have due and timely notice. No business should be transacted 
except by the Directors, meeting as a board. 
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COUNTY INSTITUTES. 

The reports of County Examiners show an encouraging 

increase of interest in this valuable work. The value of 

* 

County Institutes is admitted by all educators as an important 
factor in forming and maintaining a healthy public sentiment 
in favor of free schools. The teachers are encouraged, and 
return to their work with renewed energy, and a desire for 
better methods of teaching. There is more necessity for this 
meeting of teachers than for any other class of men, as to the 
teacher is entrusted the physical, mental, and moral education 
of the youth of the State. In this training every individual, 
from the highest to the lowest, has an interest. On the success 
of this education the prosperity and welfare of the State 
depends. From the annual reports of County Examiners, I 
find, in 1885, the following Counties held seventy (70) institutes 
with an attendance of 1,605 teachers: Arkansas 2, Benton 1, 
Boone 3, Bradley 1, Carrol 2, Chicot 1, Calhoun 4, Columbia 3, 
Conway 3, Crittenden 1, Cross 1, Drew 1, Franklin 1, Garland 
2, Grant 2, Greene 1, Little River 1, Logan 2, Miller 1, Monroe 
1, Montgomery 1, Perry 1, Pike 1, Pope 2, Prairie 2, Pulaski 3, 
Saline 1, Scott 1, Sebastian 1, Sharp 1, Stone 1, Van Buren 4, 
Washington 3, Yell 2, Total, 39 Counties. 

In 1886: Arkansas 1, Baxter 1, Carroll 2, Cleburne 1, 
Craighead 1, Crawford 1, Dallas 1, Drew 2, Franklin 1, Grant 
1, Greene 1, Hempstead 4, Hot Springs 1, Howard 4, Izard 1, 
Jackson 1, Lafayette 1, Lawrence 1, Lee 7, Logan 2, Lonoke 1, 
Madison 2, Miller I, Monroe 1, Newton 1, Perry I, Phillips 1, 
Polk 1, Pope 2, Prairie 2, Pulaski 4, Randolph 1, Saline 3, 
Scott 1, Sebastian 3, Sevier 1, Sharp 1, St. Francis 1, Stone 1, 
Van Buren 3, Washington 4, Yell 1. Total, 82 institutes and 
44 counties — with an attendance of 1,920 teachers. 

While the attendance is not as large as it should have been, 
yet it shows an increase of 315 over the attendanc of 1885. 
This is a small number in comparison to the number of 
teachers employed in the public schools. To the careful and 
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attentive observer of our schools, there is much in this state- 
ment of County Examiners that is very encouraging for the 
future of our schools — especially when we consider the interest 
in County institutes three years ago. It shows that teachers 
and directors are taking more interest in their schools — a 
desire for better methods of teaching^ and school management. 
The influence of these institutes, in their respective Counties, in 
creating in the minds of the people a greater interest in 
educational matters, can hardly be estimated. The County and 
District Institutes have contributed much in creating a demand 
for more efficient and practical instruction in our schools — 
better houses with more conveniences. More revenue, that we 
may have longer school terms. While it is very gratifying to 
know we are making progress, yet the question presents itself, 
are we doing what ought to be done, and all that should be 
expected? It would be very gratifying to me, could I flatter the 
State pride and answer in the affirmative. But as the repre- 
sentative of the free schools of the State, and in the interest of 
the children, candor compels me to say we are not giving that 
practical, thorough education to the boys and girls that the 
State has a right to expect. To obtain these results there 
must be some legislation. This is left to the wisdom of the 
General Assembly. 

NORMAL INSTITUTES. 

The State Superintendent is required by Section 6149 
Mansfield's Digest, to ''hold a Teachers' institue annually, in 
each Judicial District of the State, to be called a Normal Institute, 
and provide programme for said Institutes. The same plan as 
used in 1883 and 1884 was continued, as it seemed to meet the 
approbation of citizens and teachers. Knowing the wants of 
teachers, especially those in charge of County schools, it was 
the aim of the work to be plain and practical. Instructors, who 
were appointed to conduct the exercises, were selected for their 
known fitness for the work, as was evident from their success 
in the school-room. The instructor, each day, as per pro- 
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gramme, instructed the teachers in the best methods of teaching 
the common school branches, not by lectures, but by doing the 
work of -ft teacher before the class. In 1885, twelve Institutes 
were held for white teachers, at the following places : Des Arc, 
Paragould, Mountain View, Eureka Springs, Clarksville, Quit- 
man, Sheridan, Murfreesboro, Washington, Warren, Waldron 
and Eldorado. In the same year, Institutes were held for 
colored teachers at Marianna, Texarkana, Dermott, Clarendon, 
Hamburg and Varner, making eighteen Institutes. The en- 
rollment of teachers was nearly 1,000. These Institutes were 
conducted by O. F. Russell, J. H. Shinn, J. F. Howell, J. W. 
Stuart, W. C. Smith, J. J. Doyne, A. J. Garland and J. C. 
Corbin. These gentlemen worked faithfully, and did much by 
their efforts to advance the teachers to a higher conception of 
the office and responsibilities of teachers. In 1886, twenty-two 
Institutes were held for white teachers at the following places : 
Forrest City, Jonesboro, Batesville, Conway, Perryville, Nash- 
ville, Fordyce, Star City, Magnolia, Helena, Pocahontas, 
Evening Shade, Huntsville, Dardauelle, Clinton, Malvern, 
Dallas, Prescott, DeWitt, Monticello and Paris. For colored 
teachers, ten Institutes at the following places : Mineral 
Springs, Hope, Camden, Magnolia, Monticello, Newport, Cot- 
ton Plant, Lonoke, Arkadelphia and Pine Bluff. Total number 
of Institutes in 1886, thirty-two. The enrollment this year was 
over 1,200 teachers, showing an increased interest on the part 
of teachers, and an expressed desire by them for a longer term 
than one week. The instructors this year were J. F. Howell, 
J. W. Stuart, W. C. Smith, J. J. Doyne, Prof. E. H. Murfree, 
Prof. G. D. Pennington, A. J. Garland, O. F. Russell and J. C. 
Corbin. To these gentlemen, and those employed in 1885, I 
wish to tender my thanks and acknowledgement of their 
uniform courtesy and valuable assistance in this work, also to 
recognize in this report the faithful and conscientious manner 
in Which each performed his work, and the satisfaction ex- 
pressed by citizens and tea^^hers of their course as instructors 
in each place where an Institute was held. From an examina- 



42 

tion of the map of the State, it will be seen that these Institates 
were distributed so as to reach every section and make it com- 
paratively easy for teachers to attend. Each Institute was a 
center from which rays of light were radiated, that extended 
to the most remote parts of the State, giving life and vitality to 
many neighborhoods that were educationally dead. The 
grumbling and opposition of some were quieted, and in many 
instances, these fault-finders were converted by this. influence, 
and became warm and enthusiastic supporters of free schools — 
the only schools where the masses can educate their children. 
Many of these Institutes were held in counties remote from 
railroads, which made the work more expensive than in tormer 
years. The value of the summer's work cannot be estimated. 
Teachers were improved in their methods — encouraged 
to make greater efforts in improvement — and made 
to feel that their profession was second to none^ 
Each teacher was benefitted in some way, and in 
this manner the beneficial results of the institutes was 
carried into their schoolrooms, and the children under their 
charge, were the recipients of their zeal and improved methods of 
teaching. Thus the influence of +he work continues on from 
age to age — there is no limit to its influence. For more 
information on this subject, you are earnestly requested to read 
the reports of institute instructors sent to this office and herein 
published. 

The value of these educational meetings in forming a 
healthy public sentiment in favor of popular education, and in 
stimulating and encouraging teachers to greater exertion in the 
performance of their duties as instructors, is admitted by all 
intelligent men and women. To carry on this work means 
must be furnished from some source to pay expenses. It is 
unreasonable to expect men of intelligence, men of skill and 
character in their profession, to give their time and talent to 
this work without some compensation. No one man can do 
the work. He must have intelligent, earnest, active agents to 
assist. 
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The expenses have been paid by the liberal and generous 
donations from the Peabody Education Fund. The State has 
never appropriated a dollar for this purpose. The appropria- 
tion from the Peabody Fund, though a liberal one, is 
insufficient for the work that ought to be done. Remote 
Counties ought to be reached, more institutes in charge of 
experts should be held, and for a longer period than one week* 
There should be one held in each Congressional District for 
four weeks, so as to give more time for actual and necessary 
institute work. As recommended in a former report, I again 
respectfully ask for an appropriation of a reasonable sum, 
annually, to aid in supporting these training schools for 
teachers.

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In addition to the above appropriation Arkansas received 
■eight scholarships in the State Normal College, Nashville, 
Tenn. The Board of Trustees subsequently increased this 
number to ten. These scholarships are highly appreciated by 
the youths of the State, and are awarded by the State Superin- 
tendent on competitive examinations. The applicants receiving 
these appointments are each allowed the sum of two hundred 
•dollars per annum for expenses. It is not possible for the State 
Superintendent to meet these applicants in their respective 
localities throughout the State, for the purpose of holding these 
examinations, and since all have an interest in them, many 
deserving boys and girls find it impossible to meet the traveling 
expenses to some central point in each Congressional District, I 
beg leave to suggest the propriety of an appropriation to pay 
examiners in each Judicial District, thereby placing the 
appointment within the reach of all who desire to compete for 
scholarships. 

THE PEABODY EEUCATIONAL FUND. 

For the information of school officers and for the people, 
who are the beneficiaries of this fund, I deem it proper to call 
attention to the following circular issued by the Secretary of 
Trustees of said fund, &c : 

CIRCULAR. 

As applications for aid are numerous, and misapprehension 
exists in regard to the distribution of the income of the Fund, 
the following explanations are published : 

I. The Peabody Education Fund is not distributed among 
the States according to population, nor in proportion to the 
comparative destitution of any community. The Trustees, in 
their "absolute discretion," withold funds when they would not 
promote the general purpose, and bestow liberally when they 
would be productive of beneficial results. 

II. The greater part of the income will be hereafter used 
in the education of teachers for public schobls. Aid will be 
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given to Kormal Schools, established, supported, and controlled 
by a State, if they are of a high order, Normal Schools, where 
the art of teaching is the prominent branch of instruction, 
will be preferred to Normal Departments in- Academies and 
Colleges. 

III. The Trustees give to the States scholarships in the 
Normal College at Nashville. Teachers' Institutes, conducted 
by trained experts, are also aided ; but the instruction must 
be practical, adapted to public-school teachers, and continued 
for some weeks. 

IV. Only free public schools carried on under State 
auspices will be aided. 

V. The entire cost of maintaining schools is in no case 
met by the Trustees. A small part of the current expenses i& 
contributed to encourage and stimulate the people to self- 
exertion in the cause of free, popular education. The amount 
of aid given to schools will be determined partly by the amount 
of money raised by State tax, local tax, or the voluntary con- 
tribution of the people. 

VI. ' As all public schools can not be aided, a few will be 
selected at radiating centers, to illustrate, by their example, the 
best methods of teaching, and to exert a healthful influence in 
favor of "free schools for the whole people.'* 

VII. The schools selected shall have at least one hundred 
pupils; shall be properly graded, with a teacher for every fifty 
pupils; shall continue in session ten months in the year, and 
have an average attendance of not less than eighty-five per cent 
of the enrolled pupils. 

VIII. Applications for aid must be made before or near 
the beginning of the school year, and have the approval of the 
local school officers, and the State Superintendent. 

IX. The Trustees assume no control whatever over the 
schools receiving Peabody aid, leaving all questions of selection 
of teachers, discipline, &c., to the State or local authorities 
establishing and chiefly maintaining the schools. 
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X. Seeking the improvement of State systems of public 
education, the Trustees will act in co-operation with the State 
educational authorities. 

XI. Disclaiming all purpose of interference with State 
legislation, or the administration of school laws or the action of 
State Boards and Superintendents and municipal school author- 
ities, the Trustees must have the liberty of performing the 
duties of the Trust according to the known will and express 
language of the donor of the Education Fund.

REQUIREMENTS FOR OBTAINING AND HOLDING PEABODY SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS AT THE NORMAL COLLEGE, AT NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE. 

1. The applicant for a scholarship must be at least 
seventeen years of age, present to the President of the College 
a certificate of irreproachable moral character, gentlemanly or 
lady-like habits, presumed good healthy declare his intention to 
make teaching a profession, must give a pledge to remain at 
the College two years, if the scholarship is* continued so long, 
promise to submit cheerfully to all its requirements, in study, 
discipline, etc., and to teach in the public schools of his or her 
own State at least two years, if there is opportunity. 

2. The applicant must obtain from the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction for his State, a certificate that he 
has passed a satisfactory examination before said Superin- 
tendent, or other competent person duly authorized, in the 
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studies required for admission to the second or *' middle class " 
at the College, viz: In Spelling, Reading, Penmanship, 
Grammar and Analysis, Rhetoric, Geography, Civil and , 
Physical, Arithmetic, Algebra, Book-keeping, Physiology, 
United States History, Elements of Geology. No particular 
text-books are prescribed for this examination. The candidate 
should give evidence of such knowledge of the above branches 
as would justify omitting their further study. Students will also 
be examined at the College with reference to their classifi- 
cation, etc. 

3. State Superintendents and other examiners are respect- 
fully urged to make the required examination thorough and 
complete, and thus save the candidate from possible rejection, 
when he offers himself for acceptance at the College. Exam- 
iners should consider themselves responsible for the persons 
they recommend. Persons, who fail so far in passing the 
entrance examination at the College, that they cannot make up 
easily and in reasonably short time all deficiencies, will be 
rejected. 

4. Gentlemen or ladies thus admitted, who complete the 
prescribed course of study and training satisfactorily, graduate 
regularly, and receive from the proper authorities a diploma, 
admitting to the decree of '^ Licentiate of Instruction.^' 
("L. L'O 

5. Persons desiring to enter the senior class will be 

examined at the College upon the studies of the middle clas8, in 

addition to those prescribed above. Such students will not 

graduate with the senior class, but will pursue still more 

advanced studies another year; and, if character, attainments, 

etc., justify, will be admitted at the close of their course to the 

usual College or University degree of Bachelor of Arts 

(B. A.) None, however, except regular graduates will be 

admitted to this class. 

< 

6. The Peabody Scholarship money will not be paid until 
the student has been a member of the College one month, at 
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which time, and at the close of each sacceeding month, $25 will 
be paid to an amount not exceeding $200 for the year; no 
payment will be made for the fraction of a month. It is 
expected that this money will be appropriated by the student to 
the payment of board and other College expenses first of all ; 
and no certificate or diploma will be granted to any student 
known to be in arrears in these respects. 

7. These scholarships will, in no case, be continued to 
students whose rank or standing is low, whose general 
demeanor is objectionable, who do not give promise of useful- 
ness as teachers, or whose health or other circumstances 
prevent constant attendance on or performance of College 
duties, 

8. A full report of each student's class-standing deport- 
ment, presumed ability to teach, etc., etc., is sent every term to 
the State Superintendent to be filed in his office for further 
reference. 

9. Students failing to complete their course of study 
according to the conditions prescribed, or to teach after 
graduating, are required to refund the amount of money they have 
received from the *^Peabody Educational Fund,*' to the 
President of the College. / 

EXPENSES. 

10. Gentlemen usually pay from $15 to $18 a month for 
board in approved boarding-houses or private families. 
Ladies pay in best private families, $18 to $20 a month. Six 
dollars a year is paid for the use of such books, etc., as are 
furnished by the College, and for a portion of the incidental 
expenses. 

The annual session opens on the first Wednesday in 
October, and closes with the annual commencement on the last 
Wednesday in May. There is no vacation during the session, 
except the Christmas holidays. 
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'Scholarship students Will not be received after the 
opeoiog of the session, except in extraordinary cases,

SIXTEENTH SECTION. 

The report of Hon. W. E. Woodruff, State Treasurer, for 
the biennial term ending September 30, 1885, shows that he has 
received from County Treasurers, Collectors, and Attorneys, in 
compliance with the provisions of "an Act regulating the sale 
of the Sixteenth Section, and the collection of claims due the- 
said fund from the sale of said Sixteenth Section,*' approved* 
March 31, 1885, the sum of $71,552.05— United States Currency^ 
$67,265.25, and $4,256.80 State Scrip. From the same report 
we see that all Counties have made remittances, except eleven^ 

Experience shows that the Act is defective in some 
important particulars, and should be amended so as to carry out 
more fully the intention of the General Assembly. For 
information in regard to the nature and character of the 
needed amendment, you are respectfully referred to the 
reports of Hon. Daniel W.Jones, Attorney General, and Hon, 
Paul M. Cobb, Commissioner of State Lands. I submit for your 
consideration the question whether or not it is to the interest 
of the Counties for this fund to be paid into the State Treasury 
and invested by the Board of Common School Commissioners^ 
or remain in the Counties and be loaned by County Treasurers 
under such regulations as may be deemed necessary. Would 
not this change be more satisfactory to the people, and secure 
to the fund a greater rate of interest? 

PERMANENT SCHOOL FUND. 

May 1st, 1885, the 170 Loughborough bonds belonging ta 
this fund were called in, and the amount of said bonds, with 
interest, was placed to the credit of the School Fund, to be 
again invested by the Board of Common School Commissionera 
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in Uoited States bonds, or State bonds. From the Biennial 
Report of Hon. W. E. Woodruff, State Treasurer, for the term 
ending the 30th day of September, 1886, we find the amount of 
Permanent School Fund to be :

The Board of Common School Commissioners have 
authorized the financial agent of the State, Hon. W. E. Wood- 
ruff, to invest this amount to the best advantage, as required by 
law. 

CONCLUSION. 

Before concluding this report it is due the public to give 
the reasons why' the publication of this report has been so long 
delayed. The cause of the delay was the failure ot many 
County Examiners to forward their reports at the time 
prescribed by law. Some of these reports were received the 
middle of November, when they should have been sent by the 
twentieth of September. To secure the State apportionment to 
the children of these Counties I deemed it right and proper to 
wait as long as possible. By doing so I have at last received 
the report of every County, which gives to the children of these 
Counties another school year. In giving the reports of Institute 
conduction, I have published only the reports made in 1886. 
The reason for this omission is that in the confusion incident to 
moving the office the reports made in 1885 were lost or 
destroyed. You are respectfully referred to recommendations 
made in the Biennial Report of 1883 and 1884, in regard to 
some amendments in relation to County Examiners, County 
Treasurers, and revenue, omitted in this report. To the press 
of the State, County Examiners, Treasurers, Clerks, Directors, 
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and Teachers, I am under many obligations for kindness and 
<3onrtesy extended me in all parts of the State, and to all 
citizens for the hearty and earnest co-operation on their part in 
every effort made to build up our free schools. All have an 
interest in this work, and each individual must perform his 
part in elevating and making more efficient the free schools of 
Arkansas.

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The popularity of the free-school system is on the increase, 
and with some changes will become very popular. In regard to 
said changes, I would suggest : First. A uniform series of text- 
books, and their use compulsory; the abolishment of third grade 
license, and and a change from the present district system to 
that of townships, with county supervision. 

There are no denominational schools, one high school in the 
town of Hamburg, and two private schools. At least 50 per 
cent, of the children enumerated do not attend the public 
schools. 

This is about all the information which it is in my power to 
afibrd at this time, and respectfully submit it for your 
consideration.

Hon. W. E. Thompson, State Superintendent Public Schools. : 

Dear Sir : Your favor received, asking for further informa- 
tion, etc., about the schools. Three districts failed to report in 
the Western District of Carroll county, and all had schools last 
year as did all the others, but the directors' reports are so 
meagre that it is impossible to glean much from them, and all 
there is, is embodied in the very slender report made. They are too 
illiterate and the form of report too abstruse— unnecessarily sOt— 
a simple form would elicit more information than the cumber- 
ous thing we have in way of blank for financial report. 

The school examiner is scarcely under the law, a decent fifth 
wheel to a wagon, has no power, no pay, gets nothing, does 
nothing, cannot afford to do more, but does more gratuitous 
school work than any one else in the county. He has no official 
knowledge under the law of school districts, directors, nor of 
amounts due any district. As to amendments to the state school 
law, it only needs amending by making a new one out and out, 
but a paid supervision is the one thing primarily that is needed, 
with power to suspend or appoint directors, and, in fact, to be 
the head of the schools of the county instead of the judge, as 
now. An uniform system of text-books is one of the crying 
necessities, and probably state publication would be better, and 
some provision for furnishing the poor with books, as well as a 
compulsory attendance of that class, and this involves provision 
for them while in school if necessary. I have no official knowl- 
edge of school districts voting tax or not voting it — a radical 
defect in our school law — and no power to compel such informa- 
tion from directors, but I think all voted 5 mills except 45, which 
voted 4, and 68, which voted 2 J, but this is merely hearsay. 
Every school district had school last year. There are 12 dis- 
tricts in the Western District of Carroll county, only 9 report- 
ing this year.

Hon. W. E. Thompson, State Superintendent, Etc., Little Rock, Ark. : 

Dear Sir : In accordance with law I this day forward my 
annual report. In the early part of August I forwarded blank 
reports to the different directors of the county and desired them 
to fill out and return to me by the 10th of this month. Only a 
few of them complied, and those that did made only very incom- 
plete reports. Not one of them made a financial statement. 
There was no school-tax collected this year, which partially 
accounts for this neglect. I have made no footings except for 
the enumeration, as it would be misleading on account of the 
incompleteness of the district reports. One of the districts 
(No. 3) reported the children between the ages of 5 and 18. I 
placed their number as reported to me, as there was no time to 
send the report back for correction. As a general thing the 
directors of the county are very incompetent or neglectful of 
their duties. I don't look for any improvement so long as the 
school-law prescribes so many duties for school officers without 
any compensation. Men that are competent refuse to serve, alleg- 
ing as a reason that they have not the time to spare from their 
private aflFairs. Trusting you will believe me when I state that 
it is through no fault of mine that my report is so meagre, I 
remain.

Hon. W, E. Thompson : 

I send you my report for the last scholastic year. The 
enumeration report is the only part that is any ways near cor- 
rect. A great many districts failed to report enrollment and 
finance. The financial reports are so badly mixed up that it is 
impossible to give you any thing like a true statement without 
revising the entire list of Directors^ reports.

Dear Sir: In replying to your circular, I state that the first 
nine items are given in my report. The *' popularity of the free 
schools'^ must be very flattering to its advocates from the fact 
that thirty districts out of thirty-six voted, in places unani- 
mously, a five-mill tax for school purposes. Certainly there 
must be a free school sentiment to cause this. Many children 
are daily being taught who would never darken a school house 
door were it not for free schools. 

There are some changes needed, but what I might consider 
'* needed changes ^' another might, and many do, consider no 
objections. All agree -though that there should be a central 
school for our more advanced pupils, something ai^er the Ohio 
and Texas plan, supported by the whole county, while not fur- 
nishing the advantages of our University, do oflfer opportunities 
not found^in our country schools where one teacher is expected 
to teach forty pupils of six or eight grades in eight studies. 

There have been five private schools taught during the year 
with an average of forty-five pupils each for eighty days. 

I would recommend a Board of Examiners for each Senatorial 

District, in addition to County Examiner; that the County 

Examiner be allowed some pay ; and the poor teacher relieved 

of this tax..

There has been a growing demand for the Public Schools for 
the past two years, and the people generally have depened upoiv 
them almost exclusively for the education of their children. 
They are certainly the schools for the masses, many of whom 
can never hope to be prepared for the ordinary business of life 
without the Public Schools. 

As to the needed changes in Common School Law, perhaps a 
great many difier. Some seem to think that there are very 
many changes. The greatest difficulty, however, is we do not 
utilize the benefits of the law we have. The present system of 
Free Common Schools I think is good enough if it were carried 
out. Perhaps if we had a law compelling the parents or guar- 
dians to send their children or wards to school there would not 
be so many growing up in ignorance. 
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There are two or three private schools within our county 
where school is taught occasionally when there is no money for 
a free school. Also one denominational school at Quitman, 
which is under direct control of the M. E. Church South. It is 
a very prosperous school, with an dttendaoce of about one hun- 
dred students. 

There are within the county about fifteen hundred children 
who do not attend the Public Schools regularly. 

At Sugar Loaf Springs, Cleburne county, we have a very 
good school, run a part of the time as a Public School and the 
remainder of the time, from five to seven months, by private 
subscription. 

I think there has been considerable advancement in favor of 

« 

the Free Schools for the past two years. Since June 30th there 
have been more schools taught than within either of the two 
years previous to this.

Djsar Sir : In my report of schools in Hot Spring county, 
submitted to you a few days ago, for the scholastic year ending 
June 30, 1886, you will see that the enumeration is 3,709 chil- 
dren of scholastic age in the county, white and black ; of these 
there were enrolled in the schools, 2,151; average daily attend- 
ance, 1,238. Of those enumerated 1,754 were white males, 1,635 
white females ; colored males 175, and colored females, 145. Of 
those enrolled in the public schools 1,034 were white males and 
957 white females ; colored males 93 and females 65. By this it 
will be seen that the ratio of those enumerated to the enrolled 
is as 1 to 7-12 ; and those enrolled to the average attendance 
(which was 1,238) as 1 to about 4-7. 

These discrepancies, in the first instance, grow out of a culpa- 
ble indiiference on the part of some parents as to the education 
of their children, and in the second instance it is the legitimate 
result of having our schools taught in most all our districts in 
the hot season of the year, which always is a sickly period. 
This cannot be too severely condemned. The general condition 
of the schools is good; more interest is taken by the people and 
by directors than formerly, the general tendency being for 
better teachers and longer terms. The amount expended for 
schools during the scholastic year was $6,703.60 for teachers' 
wages, and other expenditures, $775.17; aggregate, $7,478.77, 

The average wages per month paid teachers: Males $45, 
and females $43; number of teachers employed in all, 47; of 
these 31 were males and 16 females; 1 colored male and 2 
colored females. The average term of the schools in months, 
about three and one-half months; the number of districts — 
rural — 42, and the school district of Malvern; the number 
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voting tax, as reported in annual reports, 31 — all of which 
voted a 5-mills special tax. The whole number of school 
houses in the County, 24; of these 18 are frame, and generally 
in good condition, and 6 are log houses — some of them good^ 
and others in a bad condition. The total value ot the district 
property is $8,059.46. 

The free school is growing in popularity and efficiency at a 
very encouraging ratio. Many who a few years ago opposed 
bitterly the entire system, have become active supporters — 
though, we are sorry to say, a very few citizens yet work in 
opposition to it. Notwithstanding, great progress in the main 
is achieved, and generally the masses have come now to 
depend on the free schools for the education of their children.. 

The present law creates too many districts, and per conse- 
quence, too many directors, many of whom do not, and can not,, 
make efficient officers for the want of education in themselves. 
They would if they could but know not how to fill the 
position of director so as to make the system a success. 
To avoid this and other evils growing out of an uialimited 
multiplication of districts, such as the cost and annoyances of 
transfers by the County Court and injurious enmities, quarrels, 
and bickerings which .so frequently disturb and distract the 
schools so as to render them worthless. I would recommend 
or suggest that the present system of districts be annulled, and 
that the political township be made a single school district with 
three directors, chosen at each biennial election, and paid for 
their time of service out of the County general fund, whose 
duty shall be to district their territory with a County Superin- 
tendent created by law, with full power to direct the whole 
school interest of the County, and Chairman of the Board ot 
Directors in each political township to assist in wisely locating^ 
the school houses. I would favor amending the Constitution 
so that five mills be levied for school purposes by the 8tate» 
leaving the present special tax law as it now stands. As the 
State and special school tax is imperative, so I would make it 
obligatory on every citizen to send all children between the 
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ages of six and fourteen to the free schools, if such children are 
not attending other schools, at least three months in each year. 
It is surely unjust to tax property for schools, and then let 
parents, through ignorance and prejudice, stand in the way and 
thwart the purpose of the whole system of free education, and 
thus keep their children in ignorance. 

The chief difficulty to greater efficiency in our free school 
^ fiystem is the lack of more trainedj teachers. We must have 
teachers that are trained in the most approved Normal 
methods, and it seems we cannot get them but by training 
them ourselves. To this end our Teachers' Institutes tend in 
a degree and have done much good, but we need a State Normal 
School for this purpose, and it is believed that without it our 
system will never reach that efficiency which should be desired, 
and our Legislature should make provision for it at once. One 
Teachers' Institute was held in this county, conducted in the 
most satisfactory and able manner, and accomplished, we trust, 
lasting good. Prof. J. F. Howell, who efficiently directed the 
work, left behind him many friends, and his instructions have 
borne abundant fruit in all our schools. 

A Directors' meeting was held at the close ot the Teachers' 
Institute, but was not attended by many of the directors of the 
County, though the discussions were interesting and important. 
If directors were required by law to meet in convention and 
confer on matters and methods touching the efficiency of our 
school system, it would be a good addenda to the law.

Sir: — I have the honor to transmit herein my report for the 
year 1886. As the months of experience and duty pass away I 
am pleased to note a condition of improvement in all branches 
of the Public School service. The increasing number of Dis- 
tricts in which school is maintained, the alacrity with which the 
various oflSicers discharge the duties incumbent upon them to 
facilitate the perfect working of the school system, the tavor 
with which those eminent socially and religiously regard the 
sixty public instructors of the county, the earnest eftbrts made 
by teachers to elevate the profession and secure the best 
methods of instruction and government, together with the 
improved morals of the teaching force, are to the people a 
source of gratification for the present and a basis of high hopes 
for the future. I am aware, that even now, we are not approxi- 
mating to that perfection which is the goal of our ardent desire; 
that the time when every child, whether poor or rich, shall have 
the facilities for a thorough training in the elements of science^ 
literature and morals, is yet in the future, but a candid 
comparison of present and past in consideration of the 
adverse circumstances through which the free school has grown 
and implanted itself in the hearts of our people, forces the 
conclusion that this is a progressive age, and that the people of 
Izard are not falling behind their neighbors in the onward 
march. 

I am well aware that in the matter of financial statistics 
this report is defective, but, "when it is observed that much is 
omitted, it must be remembered that much has also been 
performed ;" that the reports for this year are more complete 
than ever before, and that the progress which is the most 
significant for the future cannot be indicated by statistics* 
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Last year it took persistent urging to get fifteen teachers into 
the Institute ; this year our attendance was thirty-five. 

The average scholarship of the teachers is rapidly improv- 
ing, or rising. In the matter of conducting examinations, I 
know ot but one way, and that is as the law directs : " By both 
the oral and the written.'* This part of the duties of Exam- 
iners I find sadly neglected in most places where I have had 
means of knowing how certificates were granted. The differ- 
ent branches are of equal importance in the eyes of the law, 
and while the applicant may fail to recollect minute details of 
history or geography, an absolute ignorance of even the 
elements of two branches should preclude a license. As to 
changes in the law, I think it should have a fair trial as it now 
is, when necessity for alterations may become more apparent.

Dear Sir : — In reply to your r^^cent circular I would say, that 
there has been some improvement in the public schools in Inde- 
pendence County, when compared with former years, but the 
progress is slow. There has been a better grade of teachers for the 
past two or three years, but this does not seem to be the outgrowth 
of the system, but is due chiefly to two causes: (1) A better grade 
of teachers has come in from other localites, and (2) Arkansas 
College 18 located in this County, and a large number of the higher 
grade of teachers have been trained in the College. In the towns 
and more intelligent neighborhoods, schools of respectable grade 
are maintained. But in many of the rural districts but little, if 
any, advancement is perceptible. Of course, the chi^f difficulty is 
the want of real interest in education on the part of the people, 
still there are many modifications of the existing school law which,- 
in my judgment, would be a vast improvement, such as : 

(1.) Remaion as to adaptability in general. The present form 
of the law is cumbrous and unnecessarily prolix. It bears the ap- 
pearance of being copied from a law suited to some other State, 
rather than a law drawn up to suit the necessities of Arkansas. 
It could evidently be very much condensed and abbreviated with- 
out losing any desirable feature. 

(2.) A County Superintendent^ of the right kind, is indispensa" 
bie to the efficient running of any system of public education worth 
the name. He should be selected with great care, and, if practica- 
ble, should be at the head of the teaching profession of his county, 
not selected simply because he is " a clevar fellow and needs the pay 
connected with the office. He should examine and license teachers, 
make contracts with them, pay their salaries by drafts upon the 
County Treasurer, etc., should keep full records of his office, to be 
examined as other County officers. He should visit the schools 
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frequently, withoat previous notice — be a Superintendent in fact 
and not merely in name. Should receive a salary adequate to hi<^ 
services, paid by the County, fixed to some extent by the school 
population of his County, and the number of schools in operation. 

(3.) Abolish the system of Directors and substitute one Trustee 
for each District, to hold the property, etc. He should take the 
census of the children, etc., and be paid a reasonable compensation 
for the time actually employed in the service of the District. 

(4.) Said Trustee should be carefully selected, and appointed by 
the County Court, 

(5.) Abolish all School Districts, as now existing, and let each 
civil Township be a separate School District, with as many schools in 
each as can be maintained. 

(6.) Abolish all transfers, as now allowed, except cases ap- 
proved by the Trustees of both Districts interested may be submitted to 
the discretion of the County Court. 

(7.) County Superintendents to be chosen by the Trustees of 
the Districts. 

(8.) Let the school tax be uniform throughout the County* 
assessed by the Quorum Court as other County taxes. Details 
could be arranged accordingly. 

(9.) Public schools to confine their instruction to the branches 
enumerated in the law, upon which teachers are required to be 
examined. 

(10.) Abolish the fees now exacted of teachers when applying 
for license. 

(11.) County Superintendent and Trustees to hold office for 
six years, unless removed for sufficient cause by the County Court. 
Vacancies in either to be filled by the County Court. 

(12.) Allow some limited discretion to County Superintendent 
to employ teachers who do not possess the requisite knowledge of 
some subjects now required, which are seldom taught in many 
Districts. 
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(13.) Shoald amendments to the existing CoBStitation of the 
State be submitted to the people^ limit the school age, making it 
from 8 to 18 years. 

These are some of the points that occar to me^ in reading the 

laWy that could be changed for the better. I have not argued 

them^ but there are reasons by which they could be supported* 

There are many others that will doubtless be suggested by the 

County Examiners^ if they give the subject any careful thought. 

The details adapted to these changes could be arranged to suit

Dear Sir: — You will observe from my Annual Report very 
little, if any, improvement in the directors. Some few of them give 
prompt attention to the business of the district, but these are the * 
exception. Their conduct is marked by a general want of interest 
and inattention, and consequent inattention to the business. 

This is the more to be deplored, as there is no remedy for it 
within the near future. I have to mark a decided improvement in 
the quality and eflBciency of the teachers. I observe improvement 
specially among the colored teachers. The Institute conducted by 
Professor Corbin was well attended by the teachers of this 
County. 

During the past year several school houses have been erected. 
There is a disposition to build better houses, and to render them 
more comfortable, so that winter terms may be held. They are 
furnishing the houses with blackboards, desks and seats. 

While I note a general improvement in the efficiency of the 
schools, the great drawback is the want of interest in the directors* 

There is a slow but steady growth of public sentiment in favor 
of more efficient public schools. 

The sentiment is not strong enough to compel the directors to 
a strict compliance with their duties. When this sentiment 
becomes strong enough the directors will attend to their duties more 
punctually and efficiently. The most of them think that they have 
fully discharged their duties to their district when they employ a 
teacher and tell him where he may teach. To this, I am proud to 
say, that there are some honorable exceptions. There are some who 
never tjre of well doing. I can think of no way of making the 
directors more attentive to their duties than by a healthy growth of 
public sentiment in that direction. 
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Section 6^201 provides that the ballot shall have on it the 

amount ot tax the voter desired levied. Some put upon their 

ballots the amount and some the rate per cent they desired levied. 
The more usual method is by rate per cent. 

Section 6^202 says that they shall mike return of the number 
of votes cast for each amount or rate of tax voted for. There is a 
want of harmony here, which sometimes makes confusion. 

I think the character of the schools would be improved, and 
growth of public sentiment in their favor accelerated, by an intelli- 
gent superintendence.

Dear Sib : — Please find enclosed Annual Report for this 
County. Every district is reported, although a few did not get 
their reports as full as they might have been. I believe, however, 
it is the most complete and accurate report ever made from this 
County. Public schools in this County are rapidly gaining in 
popularity and usefulness. Twenty-three out of the thirty-six 
districts voted a tax this year, against eighteen last year (1885). 
More schools are being taught now than were taught last summer, 
and a better class of teachers are employed. 

One feature of the report, 1457 in spelling book, and 90 in 
mental arithmetic, attracts my attention. When I have forty 
pupils I have forty in mental arithmetic and generally none in the 
spelling book. I think I will hold a County Institute this year, 
and even more than one, if practicable, and try to introduce some 
better methods. 

If County Examiners were authorized to administer oaths to 
directors, it would be a great convenience in getting up reports. 
Besides, Examiners are used to working gratis, and would not 
mind it so much as the other officers.

DeabSir: — In compliaDce with your request of recent date 
must say, that notwithstanding a few lamentable drawbacks, oar 
public school interest is aggressive and on the march forward. 

The data necessary to answer you fully and with accuracy is. 
not before me, which will be the subject of a future note in the 
interest of the public schools. 

Enough is known, however, to estimate the amount expended 
at about $3,400; paid to teachers, about $3,200; average wages,, 
about $40; number teachers employed, <t/?6w^y; average term, five 
(nearly) months ; number Districts, fifteen; number voting tax,. 
fifteen; average tax voted, 5 mills; number, school-houses, twelve;: 
value estimated at $6,000. Opposition to free schools is at last too 
trivial to mention. Their influence is a delightful visibility in the 
eyes of all observers, and a ponderous weis:ht for what is left of the 
slow-going tread-mill anti-school vehicles. But tew changes in the 
school laws would be necessary to give us the grandest system, viz.r 
A County Superintendent, whose duty should be to visit each 
school, at least once a month, examine, license, employ, and drav^ 
warrants to pay teachers, is, in my own mind, unmistakably one 
requisite. 

One Director instead of three is suflBcieut. The idea of havin^g^ 
Directors, who can just read and write, employ teachers, is all 
wrong, and constitutes nearly a wholesale useless waste of the 
public funds.

Hon. Wood E. Thompson, State Superintendent of Public Instruc' 
tion : 

Dear Sir: — Your letter to hand requesting me to furnish 
you some information about the Common Schools of my County. 
You will see by an examination of my report some of the informa- 
tion you desire. The directors in my portion of the county gave 
very little information concerning the schools. But I am happy to 
state that people are taking more interest in schools now than they 
have taken for many years. Nearly every district voted the five 
mills and run their schools from three to six months in the year ; 
some few districts run ten months this present year. We have no 
denominational schools in the county. The only drawback I see at 
present against the progress of the schools in this county is the 
want of a better class of teachers. We have but three or four 
trained teachers in the county. The schools are controlled largely 
by young boys and girls, who are willing to work for $20 or $25 
per month. Our people vote the tax and are anxious for schools, 
but must take these untrained teachers or none. As a general thing 
the school houses in the county are very good. The average wages 
paid teachers per month is about $30. In most cases no distinction 
is made between a person holding a first grade certificate and one 
holding a second or third. I think ihere should be a change in our 
school law in reference to dividing the counties into small districts. 
The districts should be larger. We need a County Superintendent 
paid a sufficient salary to enable him to devote his entire time to 
the interest of the schools in his county. It is impossible for the 
County Examiner to visit school often and give the necessary en- 
couragement to teachers and students as they should have. We 
should have more intelligent directors if possible. The amount of 
ignorance among directors is alarming. I am satisfied not one in 
ten can make out a correct report. I think it would be a good idea 
to do away with the third grade certificate. No man or woman in 
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my jadgment is fit to teach school who cannot get a better .cer- 
tificate than a third grade. There are so many holding third grade 
certificates^ and are willing to work for so small a sum per month, 
that it drives the better class of teachers out of the profession. I 
think the standard for a first grade should be higher^ then a cer- 
tificate of the first class would command respect. And last, the 
most important of all^ wt; should have a law compelling parents to 
send their children to school. I am satisfied it is the only way we 
can ever educate the masses in Arkansas. If I am Examiner any 
length of time I will try my best to get the people of my county 
aroused on the importance of educating their children.

Hon. W. E. Thompson, State Superintendent Public Innatruction: 

Sir: — The public schools are steadily gaining in popularity 
and eflSciency. The County Districts are taking increased interest 
in securing better teachers, and the teachers are, in many cases, 
showing evidence of a growing professional spirit. As this spirit 
increases among teachers, the drones are driven out, better metho(]s 
are employed, more attention is given to preparation, and the 
Directors are led to realize the value of better teaching. 

During the past year, four institutes were held. Three 
sessions of two days each were held at Little BiOck, and the fourth 
meeting was a one-day session at Mabelvale. The average attend- 
ance did not exceed thirty. The expense of attending institutes 
held in the city keeps many of the country teachers away. Some of 
the city teachers seem to suppose that the institutes are for the 
country teachers only, and hence do not attend. Others have been 
kept away by the color question. The white and colored teachers 
attended the same institutes. The interest manifested by the 
teachers in attendance had been commendable. 

Last February steps were taken to organize a Teachers' 
Reading Circle in Pulaski County. The attempt resulted in the 
formation of a Reading Circle, which now numbers over seventy 
members, who are faithfully following a course of reading and 
study relating especially to their work as teachers. The enthusiasm 
shown in this work is very encouraging, and points to a better 
condition of our schools. 

During 1885-86, 138 teachers were employed. There were 84 
white teachers — 36 males and 48 females; and 54 colored teachers — 
36 males and 18 females. The average wages paid both males and 
females was $38. The highest paid males was $133}^ ; the lowest, 
$25. The highest paid females was (80; the lowest, $25. 

The reports show terms of school varying from three to nine 
months, but the items are so vague that an accurate average cannot 
be made. 
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Pulaski County has forty-three Districts^ including Little 
Bock. Schools were taught in thirty-eight Districts, and thirty- 
nine report a tax voted. Thirty-six report jive mUla. 

There are sixty-one school houses reported, valued at 
$119,750.50. 

Of the 14,018 persons enumerated, only 7,813 were enrolled in 
the schools, or less than 56 per cent. The colored persons 
enumerated are 47.7 per cent, of the total enumeration, while the 
colored pupils enrolled were 48.5 per cent, of the total enrollment. 
The similarity shown in the enrollment of white and colored pupils 
is remarkable. There were 1,992 white males, 1,910 colored 
males, 1,931 white females, and 1,980 colored females. 

The reported attendance is 61.9 per cent, of the enrollment^ 
and 34.5 per cent of the enumeration. 

Owing to the inaccuracy of the reports of the Directors, it is 
almost impossible to secure satisfactory statistics. Not one in five 
was correct in every particular. Many were leturned for correc- 
tion. It seems impossible to secure, in every District, men who 
will keep the school statistics properly. The defects of the present 
District system are so numerous that a radical chang^e is needed to 
secure greater returns for the tax so willingly voted. Three men in 
each Township, if properly selected, would do much better work 
for the schools than is done now, \ 

There should be active County supervision in order to make 
the schools as effective as they should be. A County Superin- 
tendent should take the place of County Examiner, and have active 
control of all the schools of the County. School visitation would 
enable him to test the ability of the teacher far more thoroughly 
than by examination. 

The present method by which the Examiner secures pay for 

« 

his services is far from satisfactory. While the fee is for the 
examination and not for the certificate, there are those who claim 
that the payment of the fee secures the license to teach, no matter 
how conscientious the Examiner may be. If the teachers are 
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charged a fee, it should be for institute purposes, and not for the 
pay of the Examiner. 

There should be only two grades of certificates issued. The 
third grade is not even a '* necessary evil." 

A provision in the law, requiring Directors to attend to school 
matters at regular or special meetings only, would do much to 
correct many present abuses. The action of the three Directors as 
individuals can hardly be considered the action of the Board. 

If the Examiner was required to countersign all warrants 
drawn for the payment of wages due teachers, the Directors would 
not employ unlicensed teachers as is frequently done now. 

Better reports could be secured from the Directors were the 
blanks less complex. The "financial statement" is never full and 
seldom accurate. Incorrect statistics are almost worthless. 

The present outlook is somewhat encouraging. Good teachers 
are increasing in number^ and there is a better demand for them. 
The people are gradually learning what a good school is, and they 
realize its value. 

It will hardly do to close this report without referring in a 
special manner to the Little Rock Public Schools. The success 
attained since their organization is a powerful argument in favor of 
the public school system. They are rapidly and justly growing in 
favor among the old advocates of private schools.

Hon. W. E. Thompson: 

Dear Sir: — I have sent you by to-day's mail the Annual 
Beport of Sharp County. Owing to sickness, and the delay by 
Directors, I am behind time. I hope, however, it will not make 
any material difference. 1 have made an effort to get up my 
report in good shape, with all the correct information I could 
get. 

The Financial Report by the Directors was almost 
invariably incorrect, but I have taken pains to get it correct 
from the Treasurer's book. 

It is almost useless to think of a change in our present 
school law, but realizing that you can do more to effect a 
change, I hope you will pardon me if I give you a little of my 
observation for the last two years. I presume we have got all 
the money from the State that we will be able to get for some 
time yet, and, this being the case, it makes it doubly important 
that we use what we already have to the greatest advantage, 
which I am satisfied is not done under the present law. The 
abolishing of the County Examiner's office and constitute 
County Superintendent's office. Let him be an active school 
man, understanding schoolroom work. Let him have authority 
to examine the teachers' actual work ; and if it is not good, and 
not amended, if bad, stop his teaching. Many of our teachers, 
in fact, very near all, are young, knowing little or nothing 
about the actual schoolroom work. Sonae are anxious to 
improve, but do not know how to get a start ; others do not 
want to improve, and would not if a good opportunity was 
offered. In both cases, it seems to me, that the County 
Superintendent, a good man, is the only remedy with our 
present means. This, in my opinion, is the most important 
change that can be made in the school law. In a short time all 
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the >^ dead beats'' would have to quit the business under a 
strict County Superintendency, and none but the active and 
earnest teacher would remain in the the teacher's ranks.

There 
is little of administration in the finances of the school fund. 
My remarks are intended to apply solely to the District school 
system. The law is good enough so far as the State officers are 
concerned and needs no amendment, unless it be to increase the 
salary of Superintendent of Public Instruction so as to enable 
him to discharge his duties more efficiently. 
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The school funds of the State and Counties— $700,000 or 
$800,000 — are administered by Boards of Directors, three to 
each District, under little or no system, and under no efficient 
supervision.

Hon. W, E. Thompson, Little Rock, Ark: 

, Dear Sir : — In looking over my report for the year endings 
June 30, 1886, you will see that very few of the Directonsr 
carried out the intent of the law in reporting fully the statistics 
of their respective Districts. Many Directors failed to file any 
annual report whatever. In some Districts there were no 
schools ; no business transacted, and the reports from them 
were filed without filling any of the blanks. I might have 
completed the financial statement for some of the Districts by 
referring to the records of the County Treasurer, but the law 
does not authorize the County Examiner to do this, but 
requires him to prepare an abstract of the reports made to him 
by the Directors of the School Districts embraced within his 
Coi^nty. This I endeavored to do. 

In order to obtain correct and complete statistics from all 
the Districts, the law will have to be changed. It seems to me 
that the Legislature should deem the educational interests of 
the State of sufficient importance to provide for school super- 
vision by some competent person in each County. The schools 
need supervision. There are many other important changes in 
the school law that ought to be made ; but I regret to say that 
many Legislators elected at the recent election proclaimed from 
the stump during the canvass, that they were "in favor of 
letting the school law alone." 

During my official term, I have endeavored to raise the 
standard of qualifications for teachers^ license, and have suc- 
ceeded to some extent. Still too many of our schools are 
"kepf l^y second and third grade teachers, and too many 
third grade teachers ought to have no grade at all. In order to 
secure for our schools more efficient teachers, the school term 
should be lengthened. The State tax should be increased from 
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two to four or five mills, and the people should still have the 
right to vote a special tax. If the school terras were longer, 
there w©uld be more inducement for teachers to qualify them- 
selves better for their work. As it is, many Districts vote no 
school until a sufficient revenue from the State fund has 
accumulated in the Treasury to run a school three months. 
Others employ a teacher for three months, who runs the school 
a month or six weeks until he has drawn all the mcfbey from 
the Treasury belonging to his District, when by mutual consent, 
the school stops. 

There had never been a Teachers' Institute held in the 
county when I came into office. Last year we were successful in 
getting the Normal District Institute at this place. Ninety- 
three per cent of the teachers of the county attended, but none 
from any other county. This year I held a County Institute, in 
which was enrolled about seventy per cent of the teachers. 
Some of them spent too much time on the streets while the 
Institute was in session, a few left on pleasure excursions before 
the Institute adjourned, but all drew pay for the whole time 
their schools were closed for this purpose. I find that too many 
teachers entertain an apathy for Teachers' Institutes. Some of 
them do not attend at all, and there are others who would not 
if they did not believe that their attendance was compulsory. 
These evils cannot be remedied speedily without the revision of 
the school law. If a te'acher^s license were revoked by opera- 
tion of law for failing to attend an Institute, or for absenting 
himself therefrom before the session closes, it would probably 
have the* desired effect. 

A large per cent of the teachers of this county are energetic 
and manifest a willingness to improve in their work ; but the 
school terms are so^short that they have to depend mainly upooi 
some other vocation for support, and teach a school occasion- 
ally for convenience. Most of them would not teach if they 
could make seventy-five per cent as much at anything else 
during the time. Our schools are supplied mostly with teachers 
who use them as stepping stones for something [else. Not one 
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in fifty aims to follow the business as a profession. This is 
another argument in favor of longer terms. 

Hoping that your efforts to have the school law revised and 
our system placed on a better and more solid basis may be 
crowned with success by our next Legislature, I am,

Augusta, Ark., Aug. 17, 1886. 
Hon. W. E. Thompson : 

My Dear Sir: — In accordance with your ^instructions, I 
proceeded to Fordyce and opened the Peabody Normal Insti- 
tute there on Monday, Aug. 9, 1886. There being but few 
teachers present, we adjourned until the following morning, when 
an organization was eflfected and 13 teachers enrolled. During 
the week the programme furnished by you was followed as closely 
as circumstances would permit. Much interest was manifested 
by the teachers, which was equalled, however, by that displayed 
by the citizens of the town, many of whom assured me that 
great good would undoubtedly result from the Institute work. 
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The small number of teacher^ present during the week is 
accounted for by the fact that the impression prevails very gen- 
erally among country teachers holding second and third grade 
certificates, that the Institutes are held for the purpose of ex- 
amining into their mental and moral qualifications. 

As the institute is an indispensable auxilliary to the devel- 
opment of first-class teachers, I respectfully suggest that the 
school law be so amended that the teachers shall be required 
to attend the institutes; present valid excuses for non-attend- 
ance, or forfeit their certificates. 

From Fordyce, I proceeded to Monticello, to assist Prof. 
Dorn in the work there, a full account of which has doubtless 
been rendered by him. i 

Leaving Monticello, I arrived in Magnolia in time to open 
the Instititute in the academy at that place on the 23d of 
August. There I enrolled fifty-seven enthusiastic teachers ; and 
I feel that I never accomplished more good in the short space 
of five days„ during a pedagogical career of seventeen years, 
than I accomplished in Magnolia. The interest in the work 
was not confined to the teachers, but seemed to pervade the 
entire community. 

In my opinion, the Institute work under your administra- 
tion is doing more than any other educational factor to elevate 
the standard of teaching; to impress teachers with a deep and 
abiding sense of the responsibilities of their calling ; to infuse 
into them that spirit of respect for themselves and for the 
school which is so necessary for success, and to eradicate from 
the minds of the masses an unreasonable prejudice against 
free school education.

Dear Sir : — I have the honor hereby to transmit to you a 

report of the two Peabody Normal District institutes^ con- 

ducter] by myself, under your appointment ; one held at Bates- 

ville, Independence county, and the other at Evening Shade^ 

Sharp county. 

I reached Batesville on the evening of Friday, August 18, 
and spent the following day looking into matters connected 
with the Institute work. I found Dr. Long, the county exam- 
iner, not at all (apparently) interested in the work of the com- 
ing Institute, I organized, however, on Monday morning with 
about twenty teachers present, notwithstanding that the Doc- 
tor had predicted a possible attendance of not more than half a 
dozen teachers ^The number increased by Tuesday noon to 
forty, nearly all of whom remained throughout the session. 
Dr. Long and his colleagues soon softened, and before the 
institute closed seemed to be enthusiastic in the work. 

The teachers present exhibited great interest throughout, 
and all seemed to appreciate my efforts in their behalf. Ad- 
dresses were delivered during the evening sessions upon "Mor- 
als and Manners,'^ " The School Law of Arkansas," " Physology 
and Ilygene in the schools,'^ and other topics. The work of 
the week passed off well, and I believe gave quite an impetus 
to public school work in Independence and adjoining counties. 

The Institute closed on Friday night, and Saturday 
August 21, 1 left for Evening Shade, where I spent Sunday, and 
opened the Institute on Monday morning, August 23. Thirty- 
five teachers were in attendance, and although nearly all were 
very young in years and experience, they took hold of the work 
earnestly and contributed to a most successful session during 
the week. 

In both Institutes, while endeavoring to follow, as nearly 
as practicable, the order of the published programme, much 
extra work was done, especially during the night sessions, and 
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I feel sure that the great majority of the teachers present were 
considerably benefitted. I hope I exerted a good and salutory 
influence in favor of the University. I am led to believe so 
from the fact that a large number of teachers made exhaustive 
inquiries about the University and many showed an anxiety to 
attend either this or next year.

REPORT OF INSTITUTE WORK. 

Arkannsas Industrial University,! 
Payetteville, Ark., bept. 4*, 1886. j 

Hon. W, E. Thompson, Little Bock^ Ark. : 

My Dear Sir: — I have the honor to submit my report of 
Institute work done during the month of .August, commencing 
on the 2(3 and ending on the 26th. 

On the 2d I opened the Institute at Perryville. The 
County Examiner complained that he had not received noti- 
fication in time to give sufficient notice to Directors. Hence 
very few of the schools were closed and only nine teachers 
were in attendance. These few were among the most intelli- 
gent in the county and seemed to appreciate my work. There 
was much sickness in the community, in consequence of which 
very few of the citizens were able to attend the sessions. In 
my opinion the County Examiner was not in full sympathy with 
the objects of the institute. He did not seem to think it just 
that the schools should be closed that the teachers might 
tatend the Institute, believing that the benefit of the week's 
school work would more than compensate for that derived 
from the Institute, so far as concerned the children of the- 
county. 

On Tuesday, 10th August, I began work at Malvern.. 
County Examiner Leiper had made all necessary provisions,, 
and as a result, every teacher in his county was present, except 
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three or tour who were detained ^ by sickness. Prof. Leiper 
thinks that non-attendance at District Institutes, without good 
excuse, is sufficient cause for revocation of license. The work 
of the Institute resulted in much good, I think. Fifty-three 
teachers were enrolled. 

On Monday, August 16, 1 organized the Institute at Nash- 
ville, and closed the exercises on Friday afternoon. Nearly all 
the teachers in the county were ;'present — County Examiner 
Dobson holding views similar to those ot Prof. Leiper. Seventy- 
teachers were enrolled, about twenty of them from other 
counties. Much interest was manifested, both by teachers and 
citizens, and considerable enthusiasm prevailed. 

After a very rough journey ot about eighty miles, I ar- 
rived at Dallas, and opened the Institute on Monday, August 
23. The County Examiner did not seem to understand his 
duties, and hence some of the schools in the county were not 
closed during the week. However, considerable interest was 
shown by the thirty-five teachers who were enrolled, and also 
by the citizens generally. 

The interest in Normal Institutes is increasing, and the 
demand for teachers who have had Normal training is im- 
proving. 

I suggest that the Institutes be held earlier in the season 
than August, and that the County Examiners have longer 
notification. 

Addresses were delivered at all the Institutes by some of 
the gentlemen selected for the purpose.

Sir : — i herewith submit my report as " Conductor of the 
Peabody District Normal Institutes" for 1886. 

Your honor assigned me to the 7th and 8th judicial districts 
of the State of Arkansas, in each of which you made me two 
appointments. 

FORRBST CITY. 

I commenced work in the 7th district at Forrest City, St. 
Francis county, on Monday, August 7, 1886, with twenty-eight 
teachers present. The Institute was in session one week. It 
closed with forty-six teachers enrolled and in actual attendance. 
After the adjournment the teachers of St. Francis county 
formed themselves into an association, which meets monthly, 
and is now working vigorously. Addresses were made by 
prominent professional men nightly, on the subjects— " Free 
Schools," " School Law and Civil Government,'* " Hygiene '* 
and '^ Morals and Manners.*' 
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From Forrest City I went to Helena, Phillips county, and 
opened the Institute there on Monday August 9, with twenty- 
two teachers present, closing on Friday evening with sixty- 
two teachers enrolled and in actual attendance. Theteachera 
at this Institute became so much interested in the work that 
we held night sessions, commencing at 8 o'clock p. m., lasting^ 
two hours. Two associations (one for the white and one for 
the colored teachers of Phillips county) were organized. Both 
are now doing excellent work. County Examiner Obenchain^ 
an untiring worker in the cause, rendered me valuable as- 
sistance. 

JONESBORO. 

From Helena I proceeded to Jonesboro, Craighead county. 
This Institute opened August 19, with eighteen teachers pres- 
ent, and closed after a session of one week with forty-two 
enrolled^ County Examiner Thompson, of Craighead, and 
Wintoo, of Clay, were present, and to me their sesvices were 
invaluable. 

POCAHONTAS. 

I reached Pocahontas, Randolph county, in time to open 
the Institute on Monday, August 23, at 9 o'clock a. m. 
Twenty-two teachers were present. At the close of the Instil 
tute, Friday evening, thirty-eight teachers were in actual 
attendance. The teachers of Randolph county, after the Insti- 
tute adjourned, organized an association with the view of car- 
rying on the work already begun County Examiner Beakly^ 
of Randolph^ was present during]the entire time, and rendered 
me very valuable aid. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The total number of teachers instructed by me at the fcur 
Institutes reported was one hundred and eighty-eight At each 
place I covered the entire work specified in your programme^ 
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and I fully believe that much good was accomplished, and that 
the effects of the work will be permanent.* 

Judgi!)g from the interest in educational matters now 
manifested in communities which, before Institute work had 
been attempted in their midst, were either totally indifferent or 
positively hostile to free schools. I am led to the conclusion that 
the Institutes already held in the various parts of this State 
have more than repaid every cent expended upon them. 

• Education in this way does pay; for it not only trains the 
teacher for future work, but it ^' stirs up," educationally, and 
** enthuses" the populace of the places in which the Institute 
has been held, until a desire for better teachers, for longer 
terms of school, for better school buildings and school appli- 
ances, is becoming apparent in every part of the State.

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The work here was very pleasant, and the presence of 
many teacners from-Bradley and Ashley counties attested their 
interest in the work. 

About all the teachers in Arkansas county met with us at 
DeWitt, though no other counties were represented. The 
work was well received, and teachers participated willingly m 
the exercises. 

It was the general wish of the teachers meeting in the 
various Institutes, that the length of terms be increased, as the 
work must of necessity be hurried in order to go over so much 
ground in a single week.

REPORT OF THE PEABODY DISTRICT NORMAL IN^ 

STITUTE. 



HELD AT CONWAY, AUG. 16—21, 1886. — W. C. SMITH, CONDUCTOR. 

About thirty teachers were enrolled. The plan of organ- 
zation and work was similar to the Scott county meeting. 

The conductor found an appreciative people at Conway^ 
fully alive to the interests of education. It happened to be a 
sickly season in Faulkner county, which prevented many good 
teachers from attending the entire session; yet an unusual 
amount of enthusiasm was witnessed on every hand. 

The night sessions filled all the pews in the large, com- 
modious Baptist church. The subject of education and the 
improvement of the local schools was talked about in a very 
practical and sensible way by leading attorneys and other citi- 
zens. On Friday afternoon there were over thirty school 
directors present, to whom instructions were given concerning 
their duties as officers. Much interest was manifested and 
their bearing betrayed an unusual amount of intelligence for so 
large a body of directors. 
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The Conway meeting was prodnctive of much good in 
every way. Teachers were inspired, citizens were stimulated^ 
and the good work materially advanced, 

HELD AT CLINTON, AUG. 24 — 29, 1886. — W. C. SMITH, CONDUCTOR. 

About forty teachers were enrolled. The plan of organi- 
zation and work was the same as at Waldron. With about two 
exceptions all the teachers present were young, very young, and in 
our judgment some of them were too young. It led us to think 
the law ought to fix the age when pupils are eligible to this 
very responsible work, instead of leaving it to county exam- 
iners. We think no one ought to be entitled to a license under 
sixteen, to say the least. Yet we found those young people 
aspiring to become good teachers, and most of them were doing 
good work. They eagerly grasped every opportunity to im- 
prove the occasion of the Institute. They were bright and of 
studious habits ; yet we never met so large a body of teachers 
generally so young. They are destined to become an honor to 
the teaching fraternity, when they grow up, unless they fall by 
the wayside into fields- more lucrative. 

It is to be hoped, for the good of the rising population of 
Van Buren county, that they will stick to their chosen field, 
rather than for successive bodies of younger teachers to learn 
their business through repeated '^slaughter of innocents." 
Much good came to the schools of this county through 
the meeting. The night sessions were largely attended by 
citizens and teachers. 



Hon. W. E. Thompson, Superintendent Public Instruction : 

Dear Sir : — In compliance with your request that I should 
prepare a condensed report in regard to the Institutes for 
colored teachers, which, by your direction, I have held during 
the past two years, 1885 and 1886, at some of the principal 
points in the State, I have the honor to present the following, 
which is as complete as it can be made with the data now in 
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my poesession, and which I sincerely hope will, to some extent, 
answer the purpose for which you propose to use it. Assum- 
ing it to be probable that it will be used in connection with the 
Biennial Report from your office to the General Assembly, and 
be therefore intended to some extent to furnish information to 
many parties outside our State who may be interested in our 
educational affairs, I have deemed it advisable to present some 
details which would perhaps be irrelevant, or perhaps unnec- 
essary, if such were not the case. The details relate principally 
to the times and localities at and in which these Peabody 
Normal Institutes were held, and are worthy of consideration, 
from the fact that they have an important bearing upon the 
point of deciding whether or not an Institute was a success. 
This point cannot be decided by the numbers present. A 
gathering of one hundred teachers at an Institute held in the 
city of Little Rock, with its large number of teachers holding 
positions nearly the year around, would not really be a greater 
success than a similar gathering of one^fourth of that number 
of teachers in a locality in whose vicinity the schools are 
carried on only three or four months in the year. It should be 
remembered, also, in making this comparison, that to the 
teachers in many of the sections of the State an Institute was 
a very unfamiliar thing, and consequently was often looked 
upon with suspicion, as being somewhat of the nature of an 
examination, to attend which might in some way hazard the 
holding of a position. Moreover, upon the subjedt of attend- 
ance at any Institutes, our school law is ambiguous, and the 
practice of the County Examiners varies very greatly. Some 
hold neither Institutes nor public examinations of teachers, 
while others are quite strict in regard to these points, and make 
the attendance of their teachers, as it should be, compulsory. 
The School Directors, also, vary greatly in their practice in 
regard to these Institutes. Some will allow their teachers to 
attend during the whole time of the session, others allow their 
teachers one day, while a third class refuse to excuse them at 
all, unless they will make up the lost time. Our school law 
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upon this matter certainly need . such revision and amendment 
as will remove these ambiguities and bring one of its pro- 
visions into accordance with the others. 

TIME OF HOLDING INSTITUTES. 

The time of holding the Peabody Normal Institutes is for 
one week during the months of July and August, and this, 
though perhaps, upon the whole, the most available portion of 
the year, yet is attended with some very considerable disad- 
vantages. Among these are the extreme heat, the unusual 
sickness and the absence of many teachers from the State. The 
brief time during which Institute was held of course rendered 
it impossible to attempt anything very thorough in the way of 
reviewing the branches taught in our common schools, but at 
the same time was sufficient to give opportunity for many sug- 
gestions which might be of decided advantage to most of our 
teachers, 

MANNBR OP CONDUCTING INSTITUTES. 

The manner of holding or conducting the Institutes was, of 
course, determined partly by the programmes furnished to the 
instructors by the State Superintendent, partly by the facilh- 
ties obtainable at the various localities and partly by other sur- 
rounding circumstances. At some points slating or blackboards 
and suitable buildings could be secured without any difficulty; 
at others they could not be had at all, and all that remained to 
do was to make the best use possible of such material as could 
be had. Probably most of the instructors did not fail to learn 
by experience that it was good policy to carry a small stock of 
impedimenta in order to be suitably prepared for probable con- 
tingencies. My own plan of conducting an Institute has 
generally been to endeavor to illustrate " methods,'' as I found 
that the teachers with whom I came into contact were rather 
deficient in knowledge of such as were recommended by the 
best authorities. I made it a point to state at the opening of 
each exercise just what point it was intended to illustrate; for 
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example, a method of reviewiDg, method of teaching Bpelling^ 
method of teaching fractions, etc., etc. Special attention "waA 
paid to such topics as "Organizing a School," "Grading/* 
'' Daily Programme," " Discipline," etc. How profitable this 
course was to the teachers present it is of course impossible for 
me to state ; in nearly every instance, however, they seemed to 
manifest great interest, and at the close of several of the Insti- 
tutes a series of quite complimentary resolutions were drafted 
and adopted by unanimous vote as the sense of the meeting. 

LOCALITIES OP INSTITUTES. 

The points at wich I held Institutes for colored teachers in 
1885, beginning respectively Ang. 7, 10 and 17, were Marianna^ 
Clarendon and Texarkana, the county seats of Lee, Monroe and 
Miller counties ; the two former points in eastern and the latter 
in the extreme western portion of the State. The first and 
most successful Institute was held at Marianna and was 
attended by exactly one hundred teachers, many from South- 
land College, near Helena, including Miss Alida Clark, Miss 
Henrietta Kitterell and Mr. 0, T, Taylor, of the faculty of that 
institution ; others from the Mississippi and Tennessee institu- 
tions, then engaged in the^ State. Some exceHent musicians 
were included in the number of those present, and the presence 
of so much intelligent material contributed not a little to the 
interest and success of the Institute, The county examiner, 
though a physician with a large practice, favored the Institute 
with his presence. 

The Institute at Clarendon was held in the Monroe county 
court house, a very unsuitable place, but the best that could be 
had. The teachers present, about twenty-five in number, were 
of good quality, being mostly representatives of the branch 
normal and southern colleges in our state and the institutions 
at Holly Springs, Miss. The citizens of the place, to some 
extent, visited the Institute and the time passed quite pleas- 
antly. Quite a number subscribed for educational journals, of 
which the public has furnished quite a supply at this and other 
nstitutes. 
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I next visited Texarkana and held an Institute in the 
Miller county court house, which was attended by about forty 
teachers, several of whom were from the adjacent parts of 
Texas. They formed quite an intelligent body of men and 
women, and the exercises attracted the attention of quite a 
number of citizens, among others the county examiners of 
Miller and of Little River counties. I found that quite a number 
of the teachers had enjoyed some collegiate training in institu- 
tions located in Texas, Mississippi and Louisiana. County 
Examiner Cook and Prof. Hayes in various ways contributed 
to the success of the Institute. The latter, by invitation, 
delivered an address which was replete with sound instruction 
to the teachers present. A great fire, which destroyed a large 
portion of the business portion of the city, interfered to some 
extent with the Institute. The newspapers of the city pub- 
lished daily abstracts of the proceedings. 

INSTITUTES HELD IN 1866. 

My first Institute for this year was held at Newport, 
county seat of Jackson county, on the Iron Mountain Railway^ 
near the Missouri line, and was attended by about twenty 
teachers, nearly all of whom were from Jackson county, the 
other counties of the district not having notice of the meeting. 
It was held in the Colored Public School building, which is the 
nicest school building I have seen in any small city in the 
State, and a real credit to the place. It is furnished in the best 
style with desks, slating, charts, etc. The County Examiner of 
this county is a model officer, and exercises a constant and 
watchful supervision over the school officers of his county, 
consequently they progress well, and he has secured the 
services of some excellent teachers for his schools. Among 
them are several colored teachers who hold first grade cer- 
tificates. Among other good features of his plan of manage- 
ment is the holding of public examinations, and the declining^ 
to hold private ones, except in cases of absolute necessity. 
My next Institute was held near Cotton Plant, in a church 
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about a mile from town, as no suitable building in town conll 
be procured. The attendance was small and the exercises not 
particularly interesting. The locality was rather an unfortanate 
one, as there are but few teachers in the vicinity. Some of 
them, however, are well qualified, having attended the Institu- 
tions at Holly Springs, Nashville, and other points. From 
Cotton Plant I proceeded to Camden, Ouachita county, and 
found that no preparation whatever had been made for an 
Institute. However, with the assistance of one or two teachers 
whom I found, I succeeded in collecting together about twenty- 
five teachers, and in securing a house, or rather houses, for the 
sessions were held partly in the school house and partly in the 
two colored churches, and were of special interest. Among the 
teachers present were several graduates, and several others who 
had enjoyed some collegiate training, a very respectable body 
upon the whole. The public school of Camden has a good 
building, is graded, and, as I am told, is conducted in a very 
successful manner. My next point was Magnolia, Columbia 
county. My Institute for colored teachers was held at the 
same time as one for white teachers held by Prof. Withers. 
About thirty-five teachers were enrolled, and the proceedings 
were very spirited, notwithstanding the fact that I was suflfer- 
ing from a severe attack of malarial fever, and was compelled 
to have the assistance of the leading teachers present in con- 
ducting the exercises. The interest excited resulted in the 
formation of a permanent County Institute among the colored 
teachers. County Examiner R. L. Emerson manifested much 
interest in the proceedings. My last Institute was held in 
Pine Blufl:, and was attended by about forty teachers, a rather 
small number tor such an important point. It was, however, 
attended by a very intelligent body of teachers, including 
several graduates and many others who had enjoyed some 
collegiate training in the Institutions of Tennessee, Arkansas 
and the North, There were several teachers present ot a really 
high grade, and who would be ranked as such anywhere* 
Some of these conducted a part of the exercises in such a 
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manner as to elicit special commeijdation. Col. F. J. Wise and 
Prof. Jordan favored the Institute by each delivering an 
address. 

RESULTS. 

My experience m this Institute work has given me an 
opportunity to notice a rapid progress in the educational con- 
dition of the State. During the last few year^ the demand for 
well qualified teachers has been urgent and constantly increas- 
ing, and this demand has been faithfully supplied by the 
students from the various institutions for the education of 
colored youth, which are scattered over the South and from 
the schools of the North. The public schools of our larger 
cities have also been so graded and improved as to turn out a 
very creditable class of teachers. The holding of the Peabody 
Institutes have, in my opinion, contributed not a little towards 
inspiring our teachers with this spirit of improvement. Con- 
tact with intelligence and the exhibition and discussion of 
intelligent methods have led many to observe deficiencies in 
themselves not previously even suspected, and enforced a con- 
viction of the necessity of special training for the work ot a 
teacher. One of the most noticeable results is the formation of 
regular teachers' associations in quite a number of the counties 
of the State.
